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THE D. V.'S. SOCIETY AT EMORY COLLEGE | 
AND THE UNIQUE POSITION IT HOLDS 
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XFORD, GA., May 4.—<(Special.) 
The annual initiation of the D. 


O V. S. Senior Society of Emory 


college took place here Friday, April 
26. Memorial day. This organization 
is one of the most unique in southern 
college life. It is a strictly secret so- 
ciety and little is known of it out- 
side of the actual membership of the 
mysterious brotherhood. Its objects 
are, however, apparent. They seem to 
be: To reward by membership in D. 
Vv. S. those men in college who have 
“done things,’’ who have borne the 
heat of conflicts for the honor of 
Emory, whether on the athletic field, 
in intercollegiate debates, in editing 
the college paper. in administering 
the affairs of college organizations, 
or in the class room; to bring into 
close affillation a body of strong men 
who will work together to advance 
the interest of the gtudent body anc 
of Emory college. 

D. V. & has enrolled among its mem- 
bership the best students, the best 
athletes, the most popular and most 
energetic men and the most influen- 
tial leaders of college opinion and of 
college activities. The average stu- 
dent sees and knows little of the more 
serious side of the work of D. V. 8. It 
is known that the membership of D. 
Vv. S. is limited to seven men in each 
senior class. These men are elected 
in the spring of their junior year and 
are initiated in a body about the first 
of May of each year. 

Interesting Initiation Ceremonies. 

The initiations are partly public and 
@re very spectacular indeed. They are 
always attended by large numbers of 
former members of D. V. S. This an- 
nual reunion of the members of the 
order is looked forward to by the 
alumni all over the state. The largest 
delegation generally arrives on the 
afternoon train from Atlanta on the 
day of the initiation. The new men 
meet this train dressed in the initia- 
tory regalia and bow down in humble 
supplication to the ‘grads’ as they 
alight. 

The initiatory regalia is various; 
sometimes the initiates appear as In- 
dians draped in red blankets and 
feathers, and riding horses; at other 
times they appear riding broomsticks, 
with swords buckled to their sides, at 
other times in other ridiculous get- 
ups. During the entire ordeal of ini- 
tiation, which lasts several days, ané 
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ends with the arrival of the 
and what appears to be the final and 
the serious part of the ceremonies, the 
initiate must obey implicitly every 
command given him by the members 
of the order. The tasks set for him 
are simply to prove his mettle, and 
are in nowise inconsistent with gen- 
tlemanly conduct at all times. An or- 
der to break the laws of thestown or 
of the college has never been known. 
Great solemnity is preserved by the 
initiates while going through the most 
ridiculous antics, and never a word 
is spoken. 

Election Highly Prized. 

There is a great deal of speculation 
as to who will make D. V. S., ana 
every Emory man prizes an election 
abeve any college honor that could 
come to him. There is much discus- 
sion of the mysterious order by the 
under class men. This discussion be- 
comes more discreet with the arrival 
of junior year. When a student be- 
comes a member he is never heard to 
open his mouth about the order again. 
He will not discuss D. V. 8. with any 
one, and any outsider foolhardy 
enough to attempt conversation on the 
subject is treated with such withering 
silence that he soon realizes his min- 
take. 

All elections are carefully made. The 
seven senior members wish to perpetu- 
ate the order by picking from the ju- 
nior class the seven most representa- 
tive men. For a junior to receive an 
election, he is supposed to receive a 
unanimous vote of the senior mem- 
bers, 

If a man successfully runs the 
gauntlet of these seven men, who will 
soon leave college and who are actu- 
ated by the good of the order only, he 
must deserve it. If he is elected by 


i these seniors, nearly all of whom be- 


long to other fraternities, and many 
of them to other cliques, with some of 
whom he has been in keen rivalry for 
college honors, it is a reasonably sure 
thing that he is worthy of the high 
honor bestowed upon him. 

Societies somewhat similar to D. V. 
S. exist in other institutions, such as 
the Sphinx, at the University of Geor- 
gia; the Skull and Bores, and the 
Scroll and Keys, at Yale, and others; 
each having its own peculiar customs 
and traditions which are handed down 
from year to year. 


Not a Soctal Club. 
In a large number of colleges social 
clubs of various kinds exist. These 
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are founded with no higher aim than 
the pleasure of their members. D. V. 
S. has been referred to in the public 
prints as the “D. V. S. Social Club.” 
This is a misnomer ag D. V. 8S. is not a 
social club, as such organizations are 
known. It ig a senior society organ- 
ized, as are all of its class, for the 
purpose of rewarding college endeavor 
and merit. As said before, the fact 
that a man is a member of D. V. S is 
proof that he has been prominent in 
college life in some way. He cannot 
buy an election, and to try to obtain 
it by politics would mean sure defeat. 
Merit ig the criterion and it matters 
nothing whether the man is or is not 
a member of a Greek letter fraternity. 
or any other college organization. 
Every member of the junior class is 
eligible for election no matter what 
erganization he is connected with. 

To an outsider the absolute silence 
of all members of the order, active and 
alumni, in regard to its affairs, ana 
its mysterious unostentatiousness, are 
very attractive. It is said that no 
young lady or any other person other 
than a member of the order has ever 
worn a D. V. S. pin. The pin is trian- 
gular in shape. On the sides and at 
the top are seven st@rs, and in the 
center a skull and cross bones, with 
the letters D. V. 8S. over them. Every 
pin has on its back the number of its 
wearer. The order was originated by 
seven members of the class of 1902, 
and the delegation from the class of 
1908, who were initiated last Friday, 
makes the seventh seven. There are 
49 members of the orcer at present. 
The above is all that can bé gathered 
about this peculiar society the influ- 
ence of which is greater in the affairs 
of Emory now than ever before, and

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- WHERE THE GOVERNMENT IS ASLEEP! 


A meager six-tenths of 1 per cent of the income of the United States 
government is devoted to one of the most important of all government 
functions, the advancement of education. And approximately four-fifths of 
that goes to the education of Indians, the “nation’s wards, and not her 
<itizens. 

The people pay into the United States treasury annually $00,000,000, or 
$10 for every man, woman and child in all the states. Of this vast sum 
there is returned to them for education the paltry sum of $1,200,000, about 
one-seven-hundredth part of what they contribute in indirect taxes for the 
support of the government. The remainder, $3,800,006, of the $5,000,000 
which the federal government annually appropriates to education, goes to 
the indians, who pay no taxes. 

This $1,200,000 is distributed among the forty-eight states and territo- 
ries in sums of $25,000 each—to annually increase to $50,000—under what is 
known as the Morrell law, and must be used exclusively for the purposes of 
/education in agriculture and the mechenic arts. 

The United States government gives less to the cause of education in 
the various states and territories than it gives for the support of the vol- 
unteer militia! And yet we indignantly deny that we have anything of the 
spirit of militarism. We would not have it abate in the slightest degree its 
support ef the volunteer troops; but can their importance be for a moment 
compared to that of education? 

The dereliction of the federal government lies in the fact that it has 
never appropriated one penny to the cause of the common education of 
its children. 

Ten million for a single battleship may be all right; a hundred million 
for an army and a like sum for a navy are passed up annually without pro 
test; a hundred and fifty million go yearly to pensions, and no question is 
asked; we buy an elephant in the shape of the Philippines for twenty 
million and otherwise pay annual tribute in millions to the folly—but when 
it comes to education, to the redemption of the human mind, the treasury 
doors are tightly locked against all appeal! 

,1n an admirable card which we publish today, |S. M. Inman, one of Geor 
gia’s foremost business men, who is taking an energetic and an active im 
terest in the cause of common schoo! education, in commending The Constl- 
tution’s position, calls striking attention to the deficiencies of the federal 
government in this respect. He notes that it has been said, to the eternal 
disgrace of Russia, that she spends but one-half of 1 per cent of her in- 
come upon the education of the people. With that Russia far outdistances 
the United States! Here federal appropriations for the education of the 
children of the country amounts to fifteen-thousandths of 1 per cent of 
their income, or a proportion less than one-third of that expended by the 
most tyrannical government on the globe! | 

Mr. Inman very appropriately suggests that the strong influences now at 
work in the United States in the cause of education take hold of the matter 
of securing adequate government aid in the foremost of government works. 
The states have done much, but are not able to do all that is needed to be, 
a fact which is strikingly illustrated in the percentage of illiteracy,

And it might as well be understood, once and for all, that no reorganiza- 


tion, reformation, or whatever it may be called, will be acceptable, to the peo- 
ple of the south particularly, unless it recognizes that the price of the product 
quoted as a basis for contracts must be the same as that which the staple 
commands in the open market. ' 
Until the New York Cotton Exchange puts its trading on the basis of

DIFFERENT METHODS OF LAW EVASION. 


When the interstate commerce act put an end to pooling and, subse- 
quently, the Sherman anti-trust act was invoked to prevent agreements to 
maintain rates, then began the effort, as Railroad President Ingalls showed 
in a recent remarkably frank address, to attain the same result by the con- 
trol of competing lines and systems through the instrumentality of the 
“holding company,” which was finally practically destroyed by the Northern 
Securities decision. 

There is no doubt that the big Northern Securities merger was de- 
stroyed by this decision, but the principle applied in its formation is alive 
today and, doubtless, can be traced in numerous minor instances to which 
the law has not been applied. 

One striking instance of it presents itself right here in Georgia: The 
ownership through a “holding committee” of the entire capital stock of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company by the Southern Railway Company, 
which, shorn of all technicalities, seems to the layman just as clear a vio- 
lation of the law as was the famous Northern Securities combination. 

It may be the Southern and Central would escape by technicality the 
effect of that decision, and, again, it might be wholly applicable. That it 
consists in the contro] of a competing railroad system through a device de- 
signed, in so far as possible, to evade the law, there can be no doubt. 
And why is not a “holding committee” just as much of an outlawed subter- 
fuge in such a case as a “holding company”? There is hardly the difference 
here between tweediedum and tweedledee. 

But on one point, at least, there can be no doubt. Whether or not the 
“holding committee’ comes within the prohibition contained in the Northern 
Securities decision, there is no quéstion that this ownership and q@ontro] of 
the Central of Georgia by the Southern is violative of the competitive clause 
of the constitution of Georgia.

It is rather discouraging to observe 
that many of the large newspapers of 
the east and west—-ihose, at least, 
that had sent special] correspondents 
to the scene—took a particular de- 
light in painting the opening of the 
Jamestown exposition in somber col- 
ors. 

Buildings and grounds ‘were repre- 
sented as woefully incomplete, trans- 
pertation and hotel facilities inade- 
quate, and the management subjected 
to sharp criticism for its general lack 
of preparedness. 

It was the general consensus of the 
New York and Chicago papers that no 
great exposition in the history of the 
United States had shown such a bad 
beginning. 

A day or so later these reports 
were modified. So, sandwiched in be- 
tween comments on the incomplete 
condition of the grounds, were glow- 
ing descriptions of the exposition as 
it would appear ‘when completed,” the 
correspondents advising their readers 
that in a few weeks they would be 
well repaid for a visit. 

There is no computing, of course, 
just how much damage was wrought 
the exposition by the first few days 
ef condemnatory advertising. The 
casual reader is quick to grasp an 
impression, and first ones in print, as 
ix life, are likely to be lasting. 

The special correspondents’ brigade 
scemed to fail to grasp the fact that 
the tercentenntal had been subject to 
adverse conditions which hampered 
no other great exposition in this coun- 
try. Commercial conditions general- 
ly are unsettled. Transportation fa- 
cilities are at their minimum. The 
Shippers, consequently the exhibitors, 
were wholly at the mercy of the rail- 
roads—and the latter had other trou- 
bles of their own. 

In view of these facts, it would 
have- been more kindly, most just and 
nwre in keeping with the peculiar ex- 
igencies of the case, had leniency 
been shown without falsifying or mis- 
representing facts. 

The exposition will, as a matter of 
fact, be one of the most interesting 
ever held in this country.

Thig sum includes the appropriation to 
State agricultural schools and that for 
the education of the Indians. Under 
the Morrell law, which Was proposed by 
Senator Morrell, the government since 
1900. has given each year $256,000 to the 
cause of agricultura] education in each 
of the states and territories of the union, 

The law making an appropriation for 
“more conrplete endowment and support 
of the colleges for the benefit of agricul- 
ture and mechanic arts,” approved Au- 
Gust 30, 1890, provided for a continuing 
&ppropriation. Bach state and territory 
Was to receive $15,000 and an annual 
increase of $1,000 for ten years there- 
after until the appropriation should reach 
the sum of $25,000. ‘This maximum 
amount of $26,000 was granted for the 
year. ending June 30, 1900, and has been 
continued for the past seven years. The 
total annual amount received by all the 
States and territories, forty-eigiM in num- 
ber, under this act, is now $1,200,000. 
Thig figure has been unchanged for ine 
past seven years, 

The act of i890 Provided that these 
amounts should be Paid out of the pro- 
ceeds arising from the sale of public 
lands, but this limitation ag to the source 
of such funds was removed ‘by later acts. 
It was provided that if, at any time, tne 
proceeds arising from the sales of public 
lands should be insuffiotent to meet the 
payments authorized by congress, any 
deficiency should be paid out of moneys 
in the national treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. For the year ending June 
30, 1905, this sum was apportioned by 
the states as a whole about as follows:

Im Eftort by Standard Oi1 People to 
Gain Control of the Corn Prod. 
ucts Company—Bill for Re. 
ceiver Filed by Chi.

Chicago., May 4-——-The Chicago Real 
Estate, Loan and Trust Company today 
filed a bill in the circuit court asking 
a@ reorganized of the Corn Products 
‘Company under the direction of the 
courts and thata receiver be appointed 
for the plants of the company in this 
state. The court is also asked to en- 
join the Corn Products Company, the 
Corn Procucts Refining Company and 
the Glucose Sugar Refining Company 
and the officers of ,those companies 


from selling or conveying to the Corn 
Products Refining Company any prop- 
erty now in the name of the Glucose 
Sugar Refining Company. 

After’ reciting the history of the for- 
mation of the Corn Products Company, 
it is set forth in the bill that 5! per 
cent of the stock of the Corn Products 
Company was held in the name of E. 
T. Redford and his associates, whom 
the bill declares are “commonly known 
as the Standard Oil people.” 

Allegations in Bill. 

Prior to January |, 1906, it is sigh 
in the bill that C. H. Matthiessen, Nor- 
man R, Ream, William W. Heaton, J. 
H. Morton, J. B. Greenhut, C. L. Glass, 
E. A. Matthiessen, W. J. Calhoun, W. 
T. Gorman, T. B. Wagner, H, C. Her- 
get, T. P. Kingsford and F. C. Sher- 
wood, as officers and Girectors of the 
Corn Products Company, combined 
with the “Standard Oi] people,” who 
were officers and directors of the 
New York Glucose Company, to de- 
fraud the complaining company of its 
stock. 

“The methods of conspiracy,” it is 
said in the bill, “included the forma- 
tion of a corporation kn@wn as The 
Corn Proéuce Refining Company, 
owned by C. H. Matthiessen, Norman 
B. Ream and others whose names, 
with the exception of E. T. Redford, 
have not been learned. As part of the 
conspiracy, C. H, Matthiessen and his 
co-directors gave E. T. Redford and 
his associates control of the Corn 
Products Company with all its trade 
secrets and factories. It is asserted 
that the stockholders of the Corn 
Products Company were <éiscouraged 
as much as possible by such reports 
as would induce them to sell out for 
transfer their stock. The bill further 
declares from the beginning the com- 
pany has been subjected to attacks by 
the Standard Ol Company. One 
method was the construction of a fac- 
tory for the New York Glucose Com- 
pany by Redford and his associates. 


This method failed and it was then at-. 


tempted to buy the stock of the Corn 
Products Company by <cividing the 
stock values by sales of large quanti- 
ties of stock on different exchange 
and buying it in again at a lower 
figure. 

Cut Down by Falsé Sales. 

“The $60,000,000 of common stock 
was cut down by false sales to one- 
tenth of its supposed value, while $30.- 
000,000 of preferred stock was depre- 
ciated to one-quarter of its par value. 
Some days nearly the full amount of 
the entire stock issue were sold, al- 
though the sales were false and frau- 
Gulent.” 

Other steps in the alleged con- 
spiracy are declared in the bill to 
have been the purchase of the Wagner 
factory in Lake county, Tlinois, and 
ithe St. Louis factory, at St. Louis, Mo. 
The bill then closes the “conspirators 
are now planning to cause all of the 
properties and business of the Corn 
Products Company to be transferred to 
the Corn Products Refining Company 
and permanently destroy the value of 
stock held by us. The market for 
glucose, starch and by-products has 
been allowed to fall as far as possible 
into the hands of the factories owned 
by Matthiessen, Redford and others, 
and an absolute monopoly has been 
created. It is further declared that 
the™ payment of quarterly dividends 
have ceased and that the steck has 
been fraudulently taken from all ex- 
changes.

DEATH HIS WAY OF ESCAPE 


Hufcutt Was a Brilliant Lawyer and 
Legal Adviser to Gov. Hughes 
of New York—Hughes Great. 
ly Affected by the 
Tragedy. 


New York, May 4.—Eirnest M. W. 
Huffcutt, formerly dean of the law 
school of Cornell University and legal 
adviser of Governor Hughes, shot him- 
self on boarg the Albany boat, C: W. 
Morse, coming down the Hudgon river 
last night. His bodygwas founds today 
upon the arriva] of the Morse, hidden 
behind a pile of chairs at the extreme 
after part of the upper deck. On the 
body was found an envelope addressed 
to the coroner of New York and in this 
was foupd two letters, one to the cor- 
oner and the other to Huffcutt’s sister, 
Miss Lillian Huffcutt, of this city. Later 
Governor Hughes identifieg the body as 
that of his legal adviser. The letter to 
the coroner read: ; 

‘Please let the addressed have other 
letter and body as soon as possibile. 
Huffcutt.” 

Letter fo His Sister. 

The other letter read ag follows: 

“Friday, May $8. Dear Sister: I left 
for Ithaca tonight, but decided to take 
my body down to you in New York in 
order that I might be cremated. You 
will attend to that for me. If you have 
any difficulty cah, on my old friend, 
DeL———-— who will assist you.. 

“I am going down the river enjoying 
the prospect of going out to sea. The 
ashes I leave behind may be disposed 
of at present as the others prefer, but 
eventually you will take them to Bast 
Lawn and do not permit any public ser- 
vices of any sort anywhere. If the im- 
mediate. family want grivate services in 
B————_ let it be so, but have no one 
else. 

“Tl was never so glad to rest in my 
life. We must be quiet and live so. I've 
been thinking all the way down the 
river of same one’s lines: :

Lincoln wag born, into a national park. 
The association, prior to its incorpora- 
tion, acquired the title to ‘this historic 
farm, consisting of 110 acres. The as- 
sociation hopes to develop this property 
into an attractive park, embellished by 
properly monu- 


dedication on the i2th day of February, 
1909. which will ‘be the sentennial of the 
birth of the great war. president. The 
association has already, recovered the 
eabin in which Lincoln was born, which 
was taken from the property some years 
ago by. a speculative showman, who’ put 
it on exhibition at several of the promi- 
nent fairs throughout the country. 

The Lincoln. Farm Association believes 
that the work of building this farm intc 
&@ national’.memorial should be accom- 
plished by the American people, and by 
their individual contributions, and not 
through any appropriation from congress, 
or through the subsidy of large private 
fortunes. It should express the demo 


cratic sympathy and loyalty of the Amer- 


ican people for and°to this great presi- 


dent, who has so fittingly been called the 


“first American.”’

Of the twenty-five presidents no _ less 
than seven were natives of Virginia, 
while five were born in Ohio, and one of 
these was the son of a native of Vir- 
ginia, There ca nbe no doubt, however, 
that Ohio is forging to the front as a 
mother of presidents, and if Mr. Long- 
worth can jut Judge Taft in the white 
house it will be making another big step 
forward. The selection of Mr. Nick (Long- 
worth himself might solve a difficulty.

the territory. The next step asked of 
Clubs and federations will Be the en- 
deavor to have a municipal art commis- 
Sion in every small town, to serve with- 
out salary, to be composed of men and 
women of experience and cultivation. 

Under the head of “Civics’’ there is 
almost no limit to the work done by 
clubs ang federations in beautifying 
streets, in studying and carrying out 
Sanitary measures, in establishing parks 
and municipal play grounds, in preserving 
sacred historica] spots and natura) gio- 
ries. Perhaps the best result of the civ- 
ies Committee work ig the knowledge 
aequaired of hygienie conditions which 
helps us to better our homes as weil. 

The third committee, on civil service re- 
form, is comparatively new. The scope 
of this committee i to bring to citizen a 
eareful study of the institutions in which 
are housed the dependent, the delinquent 
and the defective—the helpless members 
of the body politic. Hundreds of women 
and men as well have given of their 
leisure, at the instigation of this com- 
mittee, to look into the condition of their 
state institutions. Much improvement and 
lasting interest has already been the re- 
sult. 

The educational committee is inducing 
a carefu! study of the conditions. The 
educational work in the clubs has brought 
into loving relations teacher and parent; 
been the means of placing women upon 
school boards, of obtaining rightful un- 
paid taxes to maintain schools, of es- 
tablishing scholarships and of much other 
wonderful work. 

The fifth committee, called household 
economics, has endeavored to interest the 
women of the federation in the practical 
problems confronting the housekeeper. 

The pure food committee, No. 6, is also 
of recent birth. The work of the Fed- 
eration, through its central and state 
committees has been of potent influence 
in passing the federal measure known as 
the pure food bill. The next step will 
be an effort for similar legislation in the 
respective states, in order to make the 
national law effective. 

The forestry committee has a corre- 
spondent in each state federation, of

The Purpose of the Federation. 

In the final estimate, if we define this 
organization, if we reply to the oft-re- 
peated question, What is the purpose of 
the Federation, we should answer: 

The General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs is not a reform organization per 
se. It is broadly symapthetic with reé- 
form, but it is not a propaganda. 

It ig not philanthropic distinctively, 
though one of the greatest agencies of 
the day for caréfu] study of method and 
genuine helpfulness in this direction, It 
is not purely sociological, though with 
living. interests, and a sptendid record 
of service in uplifting work. 

It is in no sense political, yet its in- 
fluence and power are to be seen in 
every state legislature, and it has the 
proud boast of having been a great fac- 
tor in passing the long disputed pure 
food bill during the present session of 
congress. 

It cannot be called an academy or mu- 
seum of art, yet one of the greatest au- 
thorities of the age has said that the 
years of study and demonstration in the 
clubs and federations have produced the 
wonderful results shown in the school 
room decoration and much of the arts 
and crafts movement, by which a gen- 
uine love for and knowledge of art is 
being instilled into the coming men and 
women. 

It is not a university, yet a surprising 
stimulus has been given to the study of 
literature, science and history in hun- 
dreds and hundreds of American homes 
because of the club membership of moth- 
er or daughter. It has no Dureau of 
publicity, yet through its membership 
of clubs and federations it has been 
more far-reaching’ in Disseminating 
knowledge and arousing public senti- 
ment upon questions which make for 
good citizenship than any other body of 
workérs, because of its broad, inclusive 
lines ang wider outlook. 

The Federation may become a mighty

He was frank to say that he could not 
afford to neglect his own business to 
serve the schoo! interests of the counts 
at such a meager salary. If the county 
schoal comrsissioner were to hire his 
horse and buggy to visit all the schools 
of the county, well, it would take ex- 
actly the full amount paid him by the 
board to pay for the hire.” 

Se gh Other Obstacles. 

Several concrete instances of appar- 
ent apathy to the schools of the county 
were found by Hon. W. R. Smith, of 
Tift, in his investigation of the schools 
of Wayne. As he says, ‘““Wayne county 
has $7,000 invested in road machinery, 
but I find even the chairman of the 
board opposed to local taxation. This is 
the first year they have had over four 
months public term. Only four schools 
out of sixty are now running, although 
the crops are all gathered, and this is 
the healthy season of the year. The 
first school I visited pays the teacher 
$i8 per month and the people supple- 
ment the salary of this man $4 per 
month.’’ 

Work Needed for Schools. 

To better conditions such as these 
separate instances reveal here and there, 
three distinct lines of work are neces- 
sary. The first is to secure better 
teachers for the schools, for “as the 
teacher is, so is the school.’’ This is a 
work that can only be done by raising 
the ideal of the school in every com- 
munity, so that it will be willing to 
@ive the teacher better pay and to exact 
a far better preparation for his work. 

The second line of work is to require 
all children to attend school. This would 
be best done in Georgia, as it is in other 
states, by a compulsory education law, 
and work. for such a law is being ac» 
tively pushed by eight or ten of the 
most active organizations mm the state, 
including the State Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, the state branch of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
Georgia branch of the Association of 
College Women and others. 

The third line of development must 
be that of the physical betterment of 
the schools. The educational campaign 
committee here again is doing great 
service to the state, and they have is- 
sued a pamphlet with “Plans and Speci- 
fications for School Houses: that has 
been given a wide circulation among the 
counties. A number of admirable draw- 
ings and plans, prepared by Mr. Everett, 
of Bruce & Everett, of this city. are in- 
eluded in the pages of this pamphlet. 

The Cry for Better Schools. 

Never before in the history of the 
south has the question of education 
been so prominent before the people. 
Whether education is or is not making 
a better servant of the negro is dis- 
cussed on every hand; the somewhat 
different question of whether it is mak- 
ing him a more integral part of society 
is beginning to be heard also; educa- 
tional conferences are being held. on 
every hand; the purse strings of the 
state are being loosened as astute politi- 
clans hear the ‘‘vox populi,’’ which, to 
them at least, is ‘‘vox Dei.’’ Georgia has 
made great strides in wealth in the past 
few years, but no investment that can 
be made with her wealth can equa! that 
of better schools to train the hands 
and develop the minds of those who 
must go far beyond thé goal of their 
fathers, if they would keep abreast of 
the world’s great onward march.

T heard of Timegad, 
the wonderful ruined city of Ro- 
man Africa, which the French are now 
igging out of the sand? It lies about 
one hundred and fifty miles south of 
the Mediterranean, ana perhaps three 
hundréd miles southwest of Tunis. It js 
just over the mouhtains from the desert 
of Sahara, on one of the lower slopes 
of the Atlas, overiooking a valley which 
in the days of Rome, must have been 
enormously rich. Pompéii was in exis- 
tence about three hundred years before 
Christ, and it was desfroyed by the 
eruption of Vesuvius, 79 A.D. It con- 
tained only twenty or thirty thousand 
people, and it was not half the size of 
this African city now being unearthed. 
Ancient Thaumgadi. 

Timgad was founded just twenty-one 
years after the destruction of Pompei. 
It was built by the Emperor Trajan, 
whose soldiers aided in its construction. 
It was then known as Thaumgas 
Thaumgadi. It was situated at the 
tersection of six Roman roads, and was 
a fortified camp, as well as a great com- 
mercial city. The excavations show that 
it must have been a social capital as 
well, inhabited by many rich people, and 
surrounded by all the luxuries of Rom 
at the height of its glory. 

Later Timgad became a religious city. 
St. Augustine was born near it, and, in 
the seventh century. when the Arab in 
vasion occurred, it had a Christian 
church, the ruins of which still exist. 
The city was destroyed by the Arabs, 
and since then, for more than a thou- 
sand years the rain and soil of the Atlas 
mountains and the dust and sands from 
the great Sahara have drifted over it, 
covering it remains jayer by layer, until 
the greater part of it has been lost from 
view. 


you ever 


The French Excavations, 

For centuries only a few .of,the more 
prominent of the ruins rose above the 
geurface.. There were columns here and 
there appbarently growing .out of _ soil. 
Great mowtids covered the half destroyed 
buildings, and it, was.not until the 
French began their excavations, along 
about twenty-five years ago, that any 
one imagined that a great city lay buried 
beneath. At present only a comparative- 
ly Small part of the territory has been 
wneovered, but the work is going on day 
by day, and within a few years the whole 
city will be exposed to the flerce rays 
of this African sun. I saw gangs of 
men working at the ruins as'I wandered 
about through them this afternoon, and 
I photographed them as they raised 
buried columns out of the soil. The part 
of the city still untouched" is covered far 
above the height of my head, and the 
excavated streets run right to the eage 
‘of the streets and buildings — still 
buried. — 

' |. The Read to Timgad. 

I came here from Algiers on the 
railroad, a distance of about 250 miles. 
The nearest ‘ station was Batna, a 
French. town’ at the entrance of the 
valley in: which Timgad lies. There 
I hired a carriage and. drove for 26 
miles up this valley to the site of the 
excavations. The only town we pass- 
ed on the. way was Lambese. .This 
was also prominent in.the days of 
the Romans, and it.has ruins that 
would be considered. wonderful were 
they not overshadowed by the greater 
on here. The road te Timgad was 
butt by the French, and.it is as good 
ak was the Appian Way when Timgac 
and Rome were still in.their prime. 
The grades are so gentile that our 
horses went on the trot, and we cov- 
ered the distance in less than three 
hours. We met many soldiers at 
Lambese, but outside of them nothing 
but Aree. — 

Now we crowded a: caravan of cam- 
els going sullenly -along, and now 
passed villages of low brown tents, 
the homes of Bedouin shepherds who 
were feeding their flocks on the feot- 
hilis of the Atlas. At places in the 
valley, we saw Arabs plowing: but 
the soil is now semi-arid and it shows 
but little signs of the fertility it must 
have had when this region was the 
granary of Rome. I imegirfe that the 
rainfal was then much greater than 
now. and it may be that the cutting 
away of the forests has changed the 
weather of Algiers, as has been the 
«case with Spain, Palestine and other

The Streets of Timgad. 

The parts so far excavated were the 
chief business and residence centers.

On the Way to the Forum. 

Let us make our way along the main 
avenues, which lead through the center 
to the town, to the forum. We enter 
one by a great stone gate decorated 
with carvings over flagstones cut into 
deep ruts by the charion wheeis. There 
are pillars On and on to the forum, and 
beyond them on. each side are acres 
| upon acres of ruined buildings ranging 
}in height to that 6f my head or higher. 
The ravages of time, of siege and of 
the Mohammedan iconoclast have cut 
away the tops of the bulldings; but 
enough of the walls are still left so 
that one can see just how they were 
constructed, and can walk from room 
i room, through house after house. 
At the right side of this main street, 
, facing the forum, ran a cavered pas- 
| Sageway, the top of which rested uipon 
these pillars. ‘This was for foot pas- 
serngers who could there .move along, 
without danger from the. throng of 
chariots and horses in the street out- 
side. At the same’ time the people 
could see out between the columns. On 
the other side of this facade or passage- 
way the residences faced, and*on the 
opposite side of the roadway the houses 
céme close up to the column-lined 
street. 

nm the iVo Decmanus Meximus, which 
cuts the street I have described at 
right angles, and leads from the great 
arch of Trajan to the forum, one side 
is lined with stores. The greatest 
number of stores are right near the fo- 
rum, and they probably formed 
chief mercantile houses of the city. 
Each establishment had a main room 
facing the street, with another in the 
rear, which was probably used as a 
warehouse or as a private room for its 
owner. The Decumanus Maximus. had 
deep ruts in the flags from one end of 
it to the other, and it is easy to imag- 
ine it filled with the gay throng of the 
days of the Emperors Trajan and Mar- 
eus Aurelius. 


Im the Roman Butcher Shops. 


I walked through store after store in 
tris quarter, and then went to another 
part ef the city where was th eRoman 
‘market.

A City of Luxury. 

Some of the houses of Timgad were 
magnificent. They had marble benches, 
beautiful frescoes and floors of mosaic. 
The museum has many mosaics equal 
to almost anything discovered at Pom- 
peii. They are made of bits of stone, 
some of which are no bigger than a 
baby’s finger nail, so fitted together 
that they seem one solid block. They 
are of many colors and represent the 
famous characters of mythology. One 
about fifteen feet square shows Cenus 
riding through the sea on a centaur, 
while the dolphins swim about below. 
Another represents the triumph of Nep- 
tune, and others show various scenes 
connected with the gods and goddesses 
of old Rome. 

Right near the forum I explored a 
palace which contained about sixty- 
odd rooms, some of which are still 
decorated with marble columns, When 
I came in the floors seemed to be noth- 
ing but plaster, but as I scraped my 
feet on them I saw the mosaic be- 
neath. This house‘had a wide entrance 
porch, the floor of which 
above the level of the street, and the 
stones atsthe front showed plainly the 
marks made by the carriages as they 
drove out and in. It had bath rooms 
with hot and cold chambers, the floors 
of which were of mosaic, such as are 
now in the museum. 

The Baths of Timgad. 


If it is true that cleanliness is next 
to godliness, these old Romans were 
not ungodly. There are ruins of baths 
here, which show that this old town of 
Timgad, ranging in size from fifty to 
one hundred thousand people. had bet- 
ter accommodations of that ‘kind than 
any of our largest cities of today. Just 
outside the chief entrance gate stands 
the ruins of an enormous building, cov- 
ering almost two acres, which was de- 
voted to bathing and gymnastics. - It 
was built of brick, and some of the 
mosaic floors are still to be seen. 

I spent some time in these baths. A 
large part of the outer walls are still 
intact, and the rooms, although they 
are broken in places, can be easily 
traced. There are thirty-five of them 
running about a grand hall forty feet 
wide and seventy-five feet long, where 
the men went through their gymnas- 
tics or rested and loafed after bath- 
ing. There were many hot chambers 
for steam and vapor baths, and several 
cold plunges and large swimming 
pools. The hot rooms had mosaic floors 
with underground flues and fires. The 
ruins of the heating arrangements are 
such that even now they could be re- 
paired and the baths used as in the 


past. In the southern part of the city 
are other baths, and in many parts of 
the houses so far excavated there are 
remains of private bath rooms. 
A Theater Seating Four Thousand. 
Timgad had a theater which seated 
more than four thousand people. I won- 
der how many towns of fifty thousand 
in our. country. have amusement halls 
that size. This theater was in the upper 
part of the city at the edge of the hills. I 
went through it this morning. and sat 
for a time in one of the boxes which 
faced the marble rostrum forming the 
stage. The audience came in through 
a covered passageway made of stone, 
@nd there is a covered passageway for 
exit. The actors had their own entrance, 
which leq directly to the stage. 
was no roof over this theater; the audi- 
ence sat out in the open, with a magnifi- 
cent view of the valley and mountains 
ever before them. The seats are of

I climbed up to the base of these great 
columns and took a bird's-eye view of 
the ruins. With the broken marble pil- 
lars here and there among them, the half 
broken thouses looked more like é polation 
cattle yard of brick and stone than a 
city. This, however, és only at first. The 
rulings of the famous old city spring at 
once into view,and the wealth of the 
past everywhere strikes your eye. The 
houses are now little more than walled

The Arch of Trajan. 

At the entrance of the Via Decumanus 
Maximus now getands the remaine of the 
Arch of Trajan. The city, as T have said 
was founded by Trajan, ang this arch is 
a splendid menument.to his memory. It 
must be 80 or 100 feet in height. It is 
of sandstone, with columns of marble: it 
has aged by the weather, -and as the sun 
shone wpon it thig,morning it took on the 
color of olg gold, making a great frame 
standing out against the blue sky. The 
arch has three entrances, two at the sides 
for foot passengers and one in the center 
for carriages. The road through the cen- 
tral arch has been cut deep by the chariot 
wheels. 

Birdg were flying about thrdugh this 
arch ag I visited it today, and looking 
beyond it over the plain, I could see the 
black tents of the Bedouins with the 
sheep feeding near them. They were gaz- 
ing among the heads of ruined columns 
and on land covering that part of Tim- 
gad which has not yet been excavated. 

In the Timgad Museum. 

All’ the relics found at Timgad are. kept 
in the museum here, and the collection al- 
ready gives live pictures of the old Ro- 
man days.

The differ 
ent stage settings carried the basic 
strata that furnishes the upright judge 
and devotei mother, and where are 
reared the rugged characterm that = 
their simnle but faitnful natures form 
the foundation for ‘the rest and support 
of the towering superstructure of the 
state. The scene changes to the country 
church and adjoining burying ground, 
the place of anguish and hope, of sorrow 
and consolation. The story, continuing, 
carries the auditor into a@ court room, 
where a father sits in judgment on his 
only child, his boy. The ridiculous court 
officers nor the still more ridiculous jury 
can dispe} the thought, that a man is 
being tried for his life and the law’s cli- 
max, which condemns an innocent man 
to death, produces a feeling of horror 
and indefinable dread. Now the final 
scene is reached and all the flood of ap- 
peal and prayer from a mother’s break- 
ing heart may not avail against a strong 
man im the performance of his duty. 
But the clouds break, a timely confes- 
sion of the real offender brings a burst 
of glorious sunshine, anid the lover—the 
son—goes free. This briefly tells the 
story. 

“But deeper than the plot and its at- 
tending phases was the sermon, which 
told, in clear and convincing note, 
‘Touch not, handle not.’ In order to 
make its force felt, the sermon was illus- 
trated with the ‘horrible example.’ a 
wretched, debauched man. 
al! these to show before the drawn cur- 
tain the.course and destiny of the man 
with an unbridled appetite.

pincers and forceps of steel, beautifully 
made; knives of various kinds, and nee- 
dleg of all sizes. There are Roman lamps 
of bronze and clay. There are bronze 
handles of vases, and beautiful pieces and 
vessels of iridescent glass. Altogether 
the collection is wonderful; but it is shut 
up here away off in the heart of north 
Africa, 25 miles from the nearest rail- 
road, so that few people ever behold it. 

During my stay I have photographed 
Some of the ruins and*have measured 
many of the columns and buildings. I 
have also talked with the director of 
the excavations. He tells me that the 
work of uncovering the city is to go 
steadily on, but that the present appro- 
priation of only about $12,000 is not 
enough to hurry the work. The excava- 
tion is. carefully done, and in,ihe re- 
maining two-thirds of the-city which are 
yet to be uncovered many treasures must 
lie. There must be more or less gold 
and precious Stones,.and it may tbe aiso 
the remains of beautiful statues, mosaics 
rand relics which wil} throw a new light 
on Roman North Africa. 

A Land of Roman Ruins. 

There are relics..ot..the Roman scat- 
tered: all ower this. part.of.the world. 
Nearly every: town in. Algeria of any size 
has more or less of.them.: I have seen 
the hand of olqg Rome in nearly every 
place I have been. ,It has left its marks 
about Algiers,. Oran and Tiemcen, The 
latter city was. ancient Pomaria, and it 
shows the remains of a great Roman 
aqueduct. I came.across the old Roman 
wall many times while exploring Algiers, 
and not far from here is Constantine, 
which was named after Constantine, the 
emperor of Rome, which has more or 
less ruins about it. 

Lambese, about 20 miles east of here, 
was built by. the ‘Romans A. D. 125 to 
form the headquarters of: the Third Au- 
gustan legion, ‘and .recent explorations 
show that it was a large Roman camp.

And Carrois Shot and Killed 
Wealthy Financier 
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Oarrois Had Entrusted $10,000 te 
M. Benoit for Speculation, and 
Bauker Had Lost It for 
Him..Had Intended 
Suicide. 


Special Cable. 

Paris, May 4-—M. Emile Genoit, a 
wéaltby financier who was well-known 
in Paris, was murdered in his private 
office in the Rue du Pont-Neuf this 
morning by a disappointed speculator 
who fired six bullets into his body. 

M. Benoit was working in the office 
of The Moniteur BDceonomique, a finan- 
cial paper which he directs, when a 
client of five years’ standing named 
Carrois called and asked to see him. 
Carrois was shown into the financier’s 
private room, and immediately the 
door closed behind him the sound of 
revolver shots, followed by a heavy 
fall, .was heard. 

The clerks rushed into the room and 
found Carrois standing with two 
smoking revolvers in his hands, while 
M. Benoit lay on the floor with six 
bullet holes in his body. 

The assassin was seized at once and 
disarmed, and M. Benoit was taken to 
the Hotel Dieu Hospital in a dying 
condition. .An operation was perform- 
ed, but the wounded man, whose lungs 
had been penetrated bv the bullets, 
di-* while the surgeon was at work. 

When questioned, Carrois said that 
he had entrusted $10,000 to M. Benoit, 
all of which had been lost. He de- 
clared that he went to the offiwe in- 
tending to shoot himself, but that the 
banker's cynical replies to his accu- 
sations maddened him, and he fired 
the shots in a paroxysm of fury. 

It is stated that Carrois had been 
speculating heavily in the shares of 
the Rio Tinto Copper mine, and that 
as he was unable to meet his losses, 
M. Benoit had given him four years 
fn which to pay. Carrois recently 
owned a fancy goods business in the 
Rue de Lancry, and he was generally 
regarded as a man of véry kindly and 
gentle disposition. His wife is an in- 
valid.

Shop Wes Burned, and Men Put to 
Sea in Boate—Mad with Hunger 
and Thurst the Men 
Chewed Their Pipe 
Stems. 


Special Cable. 

London, May 4.—The P. and O. steamer 
Marmora brought to London four of the 
apprentices of the Carnarvon Castle, 


South Indian ocean. 

The Carnarvon Castle is the better- 
known Bed Rock, a vessel famous for 
her long voyages, and which once seé- 
cured fame by reaching~port after being 
posted as “missing.’’ This last story of 
her burning, given by the survivors, is 
by far the most tragic and picturesque 
sea narration of late years. Twenty- 
four days in open boats is about the 
limit of human endurance, under the cir- 
cumstances of these men. 

When the Fire Was Discovered. 

On January !!, about 5 in the even- 
ing, when 1,000 miles from Cape Leeu- 
win, the ship becalmed, a steward no- 
ticed smoke issuing from a deck seam, 
and he reported it to the officers of the 


watch. 

The main hatch was uncovered and 
some of the cargo thrown overboard. 
The deck between the main hatch and 
the galley was torn up, and water pour- 
ed in. The crew tried till 10 that night 
to beat the fire, but suddenly the flames 
gained force, ang the ship between the 
bows and the mafnmast was a mass of 
roaring flames, the heat of which drove 
the men right aft. Most of fhe crew 
were burned. 

The main lifeboats were thereupon got 
ready, the captain, Evan Jones, with 
the second officer and fourteen of the 
crew, getting into one boat, and Chief 
Officer Lewis Davis and ten men taking 
the other. The first boat had thirty gal- 
lons and the other twenty-five gallons 
of water. 

The boats stood by the ship all that 
might. But the whole deck was flaring 
to the trucks, and just after midnight 
the mainmast fell over on the mizzen 
and carried it away. The ship had burn- 
ed out by daybreak, only smouldering a 
little, or sending up a cloud of steam 
when a sea broke on her red-hot plates. 

Six Days in Company. 

So the boats were ordered away for 
Leeuwin. For six days the two boats 
kept company. The mate’s boat was the 
better sailor, and woulg put back to 
pick up the other boat, but on the sev- 
enth day a stiff wind separated the two. 

The mate’s boat soon changed the 
original course of F. by N., because of 
a cross current. The eleven men had 
two pounds of meat and meal to be di- 
vided as rations daily, and some con- 
densegq milk. 

Then a succession of heavy seas and 
high winds nearly ruinea all hope. On 
one occasion they were hove to for near- 
ly a day, and one big sea breaking into 
the bows spoiled all the bread. Then 
the water gave out, and the men could 
not resist the temptation of drinking the 
sea water, with the usual consequences. 

Crasy With Thirst. 

All one day they were becalmed, and 
idied lifelessly about, crazy with thirst, 
the sharks keeping the boat company. 

Though hope was given up, proper 
watches were still kept, and nearing 
Fremantle the smokes of several 
steamers were seen, but their attention 
could not be obtained. Running under 
the coast with a stiff wind, Rottnest was 
reached at night, and blue lights burn- 
ed. No answer was given them. 

At 4 next morning they were just out- 
side the harbor and not til then were 
they seen. A fisherman, Dominick Pat- 
rick, sailed up, and gave them a bottle 
of water. The poor fellows were brought 
to the wharf, up which they climbed, 
and then dropped to the ground, being 
unable to stand. It was then February 
25. 

The captain’s boat was less fortunate, 
but came to land the same day !!0 
miles away, at Cape Naturaliste. Two 
of the occupants—Owen, an apprentice, 
and Higgs, the sailmaker—died, while 
Blaimere, able seaman, had been uncon- 
scious two days before reaching land, 
and died after he was got ashore. 

A Pathetic Entry. 

The captain kept a diary, and the en- 
try for February 2! will do as well as 
any description of the voyage of that 
boat: } 

“Our water has all finished. O Lord, 
pity us. O Lord, givé us strength, for 
ours is nearly all gone.”’ 

Mad with hungér, the men chewed 
their pipe stems and trieq to stop the 
cravings by smoking cut-up leather. 

The men believe their lives were saved 
owing to the skipper’s courage and in- 
sistence on discipline under all the most 
terrible circumstances.

Not long ago, in fact, a Ru- 
thentan journal was confiscated and its 
editor heavily fined for publishing a 
very innocent article by an American 
Roman Catholic bishop who was visit- 
ing Hungary. 

Also the stories of political corrup- 
tion among the Magyars, or governing, 
otficial classes, do not seem to accord 
well with the high political ideals 
which are constantly being proclaimed 
by Count Albert Appony!, M. Francis 
Kossuth and other Magyar Jeaders. 

For the Polonyi scandal continues to 
beb up and dark hints are dropped as 
to further and uglier revelations. Al- 
ready one of the highest court officials 
at Vienna has retired largely in conse- 
quence, it is said, of the Polonyi case; 
and all sorts of stories are in circula- 
tion regarding other highly-placed 
personages, including cabinet minis- 
ters, being involved. 

Count Geza Pobonyi, the late Hunga- 
rian minister of justice, recently left 
the cabinet under circumstances which 
are only now begining to be fully un- 
derstood. He was formerly an alder- 
iman in Buadpest and in his munici- 
pal capacity he is charged with having 
made illicit gains. In one instance he 
is said to have been paid a large sum 
of money for obtaining a concession for 
a distillery to do business within the 
city, although the municipal ordinances 
especially prohibit such undertakings 
limits. When Polonyi 
cabinet some of §his 


entered the 


promptly raked 
ur these charges and no end 
of scandal ensued. Polonyi put 
uy» a determined fight and most of 
the cabinet strongly supported him. 
The public were rather surprised, in 
fact at thew ay in which Polonyi’s 
colleagues backed him. But the truth 
is that Polonyi has long been one of 
the ablest lawyers in Hungary, and in 
the course of his profession he is said 
to have learned many things abort his 
fellow politicians which would not*look 
well In cold print. Driven into a cor- 
ner, the minister of justice refused ab- 
sclutely to leave the cabinet, and swore 
that 1f he were forced out there would 
be some other vacancies soon after. 
F:ealizing that he was a desperate man, 
his colleagues concluded it might be 
dangerous to oppose him, and hence he 
was let down easily. He has taken 
proceedings against his detractors, but 
it ts doubtful whether the case will 
ever be allowed to come to trial. 

It remained for a woman, however, 
to give the most picturesque turn to 
the affair. And a very handsome 
woman, too, with an interesting ca- 
reer. The Baroness Rosa Schoen- 
burger was formerly a cashier in a 
cafu where she attracted the admir- 
ing attention of numerous patrons. 
Later she went on the stage and be- 
came a regular professional beauty. 
Then she married an ex-Hungarian 
army officer, Baron Schoenburger, 
but merely to obtain his name and 
title, and the couple separated soon 
after the ceremony. She was a well 
known figure in the gay society of 
Buda Pest. where she met Polonyl 
who thought she might be useful as 
a political spy. The present Hungar- 
fan cabinet, although their party had 
swept the country at the polls, had 
refused to accept office and endless 
negotiations

lonyi agreed to pay her fifty thousand 
kronen, or ten thousand dollars. 
According to the first reports the 
baroness obtained the friendship of 
Count Paar, the old and trusted aide- 
de-camp and constant companion of 
the emperor and pumped him as to 
what his majesty really thought about 
the situation in Hungary. But later 
it appeared that her friend was not 
Count Paar, but an even higher per- 
sonage who was also in daily contact 
with the monarch. This was Prince 
Rudolph Liechtenstein, the first court

chamberlain and one of the most 
agreeable and popular aristocrats in 
the whole country. The baroness 
claims that it was through her in- 
fluence and the information she ob- 
tained for the Ponlonyi crowd, that 
the way was prepared for the cab- 
inet assuming the reins of power. 
And then after all these she ac- 
cuseés Polonyi of having broken his 
promise to reward her services and in 
addition says that he treated her with 
absolute brutality and even personal 
violence. Knowing that she had some 
very comprising letters in her posses- 
sion he did everything possible to ob- 
tain them. Sending for her one day 
to come to the ministry he demanded 
the documents and when she answered 
that they were in her apartment he 
called her a liar, she says, and throw- 
ing her down on a couch, handled 
her so roughly in attempting to 
search her, that her dress was torn 
to pieces and she left the minister's 
bureau in a most pitiable condition. 
Naturally enough all these stories 
soon found their way to Vienna and 
there was much trouble in court cir- 
cles. Count Paar, whose name had 
first been mentioned in connection 
with the affair, promptly declared that 
he hed never seen the baroness. Kut 
so far, no such disavowal has come 
Prince ‘Liechtenstejn whose 


Mcerned at his share in the business. 
The prince has been ve ill indeed 
during the past few weeks. and has 
practically laid down the duties of his 
high position. 


Meanwhile the baroness is keeping 
herself before the public eye through

SIX YANKEE “FUN” CITIES 
TO BE BUILTIN ENGLAND 


ONDON, May 4—Americans who, 
as thesong goes, “take a trolley 
to Coney ona summer after- 

noon,” must look with pity on their 
English. cousins who have no “Dream- 
lands,” no “Luna Parks,” no “Wonder- 
lands,” no “Fun Cities’’ of any sort— 
Or at least none worthy of the name. 

But better days are coming for the 
English pleasure-seeker, A little while 
ago I wrote of a great pleasure-park 
which combined Anglo-American én- 
terprise would establish at Manchester, 
the great manufacturing center of 
England, along the lines of the “White 
City” of Chicago. Today I had a talk 
with C. B. Cochran, who is so taken 
with the American fashion of amuse- 
ment, that he proposes to build no less 
than six mammoth fun cities in the 
British Isles. He is an Englishman of 
the energetic type and is already a 
promineht figure in the amusement 
world over here. 

“Some American ideas,” he said, “are 
born in England, some are thrust upon 
England, and some are eagerly ac- 
quired by Englishmen themselves. 
Your ‘fun-city’ idea is of the latter 
sort. We need something of the kind 
anc are soon to have it. 

“The nearest approach we have as 
yet made to the American amusement 
resort was the so-called ‘Fun City,’ 
which was opened at the London 
‘Olympia’ last Christmas. This, though 
only an experiment, proved highly 
profitable and its success may be 
taken to show how well a larger re- 
sort of the American kind would be 
received here. ) 

“We now plan to erect in the six 
most thickly populated cistricts of 
England, as many ‘jolly municipali- 
ties.” I cannot tell you yet the exact 
localities. We regard no site as suit- 
able which is not within easy reach of 
at least 500,000 people. Yes, one, of 
course, will be on the outskirts of the 
metropolis; others, I may say, will be 
in the north of England. We have al- 
ready secured two valuable sites and 


—— 


building operations will begin soon. 
We hope to have these ‘pioneer cities’ 
ready for the summer of next year. 

“I have visited several of your Amer- 
ican resorts, and some of other coun- 
tries, but as America leads in the mat- 
ter, we shall follow her lead rather 
than any other. In a short time [ 
shall leave for another American tour, 
visiting the famous parks at Coney 
Island, Chicago and Boston. During 
that trip L shall make arrangements 
for some American help in carrying 
out the ideas. 

“Financially, we are backed. wholly 
by British enterprise. Our company is 
as yet a private one, but will develop 
later into a syndicate. A majority of 
the backers, I may say, are Scotch- 
men. It will cost several million dol- 
lars to carry out our plans; I should 
say about ten millions, 

“Our ‘cities’ will be framed on quite 
colossal and elaborate plans, While 
we do not expect to improve on your 
ideas, We will undoubtedly change 
them to suit English pleasure-seekers. 
American young people have  0been 
rFrought up as it were in these fun- 
cities, and the novelty of thing after 
thing hag worn off until they now find 
excitement only in the most sensa- 
tional ‘stunts,’ as you say, riding at 
dizzy heights, etc. The uninitiated 
English must begin with less daring 
féats. In the center of each ‘city’ 
there will be a grand entertainment, 
in which the circus element will pre- 
aominate. This will be free to all who 
pay the sixpence fee of admission to 
the city. All round will be permanent 
buildings in which the side-shows will 
be arranged. A special feature will be 
the merry-go-rounds of the French 
fantastic pattern. We are arranging 
for first-class bands of music and an 
excellently appointed ball room will be 
a prominent feature in all our cities. 
But then, there is no need to tell 
American readers what goes to make 
up a ‘Fun City,’ they all know better 
than we do. In a nutshell we are go- 
ing in for the same things that they 
have found so successful.”

The ¢ tess trsw more and more 
dejected, and yemerday evening she re- 
frained from joining her husband at 
dinner on the pretext that she felt ill. 
As the count sat at table, the electric 
bell from his wife’s bedroom was rung 
violently, and {immediately afterwards a 
shot was heard. 

The count rushed upstairs, to find 
his wife ‘lying dead with a revolver 
clutched in her right Hand. She had 
pressed the electric button, and imme- 
diately shot herself through the heart.

But it was merely a fresh fllus- 
tration of the divisions in the noble 
house of Carlisle, which give it a unique 
claim to distinction among the aristo- 
cratic English families whose members 
usually follow thelr leaders as blindly 
as flocks of sheep. ae 

On political and social questions the 
family are hopelessly at odds. Un- 
bridgable controversial chasms separate 
them. The earl is a conservative of the 
old-fashioned type. A notable member 
of the house of lords, he regards it with 
yeneration as the chief pillar of the con- 
stitution. He believes in the superiority 
of the blue blood, caste distinction and 
all the rest of the aristocratic creed. He 
{s opposed to woman suffrage and every 
other phase of the woman's rights move- 
ment. 

The countess, who can boast a pedl- 
gree quite the equal of her husband's. 
by some strange reversal of the law of 
heredity, 1s a rampant radical. With 
her the clafms of long descent count for 
nothing. She sides with the people 
against the peers. She openly advo- 
cates the abolition of the house of 
fords if it refuses to yield to the popu- 
lar will, Ghe is an ardent advocate of 
the political equality of the sexes. She 
fs a regular Susan B. Anthony sort of 
woman and gifted with quite as voluble 
a flow of oratory as was that indomi- 
table champion of the suffrage move 
ment in America,

L interesting ‘literary shrines’ in 
England, the house in which 
Daniel Defoe penned the greater part of 
‘Robinson Crusoe,” is about to be torn 
down to’ make way for modern dwell- 
ings. This little old-fashioned house, 
set back from the Finborough road, 
Tooting, and in striking contrast with 
the modern shops which flank it on 
either side, is now practically just as it 
was 219 years ago, when Defoe came 
to it with his family to begin a strange 
life of isolation. He lived at Tooting for 
eighteen months and during this time 
and for twenty years thereafter is said 
rarely—by some, never—to have spoken 
to his wife or children. 

The sole change that has been made 
in the house since Defoe’s time was the 
substitution of a new front in the year 
1785. Over the scullery on the second 
floor is the little room where Defoe 
worked over the literary masterpiece 
which has secured his reputation for all 
time.

Warsaw, Poland, May 4.—By the ex- 
ercise of courage and presence of mind 
such as probably few women have pos- 
sessed, Madame Stresky, the wife of 
a Warsaw physician, has just saved 
herself from murder and robbery un- 
der circumstances as thrilling as ever 
were put into a novel. With a des- 
perate criminal in the same room with 
her, the plucky woman managed to 
Summon assistance by telephone, ang 
afterwards sat and sang at a piano 
during the twenty-five minutes which 
elapsed before help reached her—~just 
in the nick of time. 

Madame Stresky lives with her hus- 
band on the outskirts of Warsaw. Last 
night she was alone in the house, but 
for an old, deaf. cook, who dozed in the 
basement after her day’s work. 
Madame Stresky sat with her needle- 
work upstairs in the drawing room. 
Suddenly, on looking up, she saw ina 
mirror, the reflection of a huge, ruf- 
fianly-looking man, crouching behind 
@ screen which stood at the back of 
her chair. For a moment fear petri- 
fied her, as she thought that this man, 
knowing she was alone, had crept into 
the house and was awaiting an oppor- 
tune moment to murder her and strip 
the. house of valuables... Outside—the 
street was as quiet as the grave. Her 
husband would not be back for hours.

ONDON, May 4.—As the successor 
of Lerd Cromer, the man 


who for twenty years.hag bveen 
— real ruler of Bgypt, though 
gQminally merely the British con- 


ae there, Sir Eldon Gorst has a 
ult post to fill. Lord Cromer 
has been fittingly described as “the maker 
of modern Egypt.” He found h Imos 
ruined, her pe0ple te er a t 
ine nero Sperate with suf- 
the ‘easiosans vet 4 existence in peri] from 
es; he leaves her in splehdid 
Prosperity, ther population increasing in 
numbers and happiness, her finances es- 
tablished on a firm Dasis; her taxes 
lightened, ther people freeq from the ty- 
rannies that so long oppressed them. To 
maintain such a high standard of achieve- 
ment and carry forward the work of 
Egyptian regerenation demands a ytates- 
man of the highest caliber, 
) Sir Eldon Gorst does not lack admirers 
who declare at he will prove the right 
man in the right place. He is the eldest 
son Of a remarkably able ‘man, Sir John 
Gorst, who is still living. He wag named 
after his father long before, of course, 
lt was known that he had inherited his 
father’s brains. When his ability brought 
him a knighthood he dropped his first 
name that there might not be two Sir 
Johns in the family. But in Egypt 
everybody still speaks of him ag “John- 
nie” Gorst. He went there when 26 as 
an attache, and rose rapidly through the 
diplomatic grades, Great administrative 
talents and conspicuous social gifts com- 
mended him to Lord Cromer and within 
an extraordinarily short time he had be- 
come under secretary to the ministry 
of finance, and again adviser to the min- 
istry of the interior. ‘Adviser’ ‘in Egypt 
is @ euphemism for the British official 
who is really the boss, but nominally the 
subordinate of the minister at the head 
of a department. He was financial ad- 
viser to the Egyptian government when, 
in 1905, he was summoned to London 
to assist the foreign office in the negotia- 
tions which resulted in the Anglo~French 
agreement that so largely contributed 
to giving England a free hand in Hgypt. 
His services were rewarded by giving 
him one of the most responsible positions 
in the permanent civil service, that of 
under secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs. 

Hig selection ag Lord Cromer’s suc- 
cessor affords a significant illustration 
of the difference between English and 
American methods in making appoint- 
ments of great responsibility and power. 
It was under a conservative government 
that Sir Eldon won distinction and pre- 
sumbaly he ig a@ conservative. Yet it 
is a liberal government that makes him 
the new ruler of Egypt. The question 
of his politics is not taken into consider- 
ation. He is chosen for the task because 
he seems the man best fitted by training, 
experience and demonstrated capacity to 
fill the position efficiently. Under the 
American system such an appointment 
would be treated as a “political plum” 
to be bestowed on some one for partisan 
service in perhaps an altogether different 
sphere of activity. 

Sir Eldon knows all the ropes in Egypt, 
is personally acquainted with everybody 
who counts there and speaks Arabic and 
the native dialect fluently. Lord Cromer 
hag wrought a marvellous work in Egypt. 
It may be doubteq whether any single 
statesman has ever accomplished more 
striking results in any country. But it 
is his very suocesg that renders al] the 
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more necessary, perhaps, a new and 
younger head to deal with the new con- 
ditiongs that result from that success. 
For Lord Cromer has created a nation—- 
a nation which naturally wants to large- 
ly run itself. With these aspirations 
Lord Cromer has no sympathy. His ideal 
of Dgyptian rule ig that of a benign dic- 
tator. England is pledged not to reduce 
Egypt permanently to the condition of a 
protected Indian state. Sooner or later 
a beginning must be made with the werk 
of teaching Egypt to rule itself. It Is 
expected that Sir Eldon’s administration 
will take the direction of paving the way 
for some form of constitutional goOvern- 
ment. 

It is a most difficult task, requiring the 
utmost tact, firmness and judgment. 
Nothing would te more fatal than wm- 
due haste. Sir Eldon ig 46. We has 
time in which to make for himself a 
name that will rival that of Lord Cro- 
mer. But should he succeed in setting 
Egypt on ite own legs he will be exposed 
to the most scathing fire of hostile criti- 
cism while doing it. For many in Eng- 
land who proclaim their patriotism be- 
lieve that it is only white races which 
are fitteq for any measure of self-govern- 
ment.

The city 
of Phocaeans is given over, to battle, 
murder and sudden Meath; and, to 
France’s shame, be it said, she pleads 
her powerlessness to supply an adequate 
police force to overcome the pestilential 
thief and murderer. 
The False Alarm. 

Suddenly, when the air is heaviest 
with expectancy, and the surging 
throng moves on as though impelled by 
a hidden force which guides it to in- 
evitable doom, a shot rings out; the 
crowd separates—part of it scampers 
toward ‘the spot whence the sound 
came; the other part scatters in the 
opposite direction, anxious to escape the 
evil, whatever it may be. In nine cases 
out of ten the revolver shot is only a 
false alarm, intended merely to distract 
attention. Among those hurrying away 
from the scene may be a well-dressed 
woman, Almost invariably there is. As 
she runs, an immaculately-groomed man 
detaches himself from the crowd, falls 
into line, and keeps pace with her, 
Presently they arrive opposite a side 
street; then the man touches the wom- 
an peremptorily on the arm.

These are daily be- 
ing picked up in the streets, and the 
police are preserving them in acid baths 
for exhibition at the assize courts 
which are held continuously throughout 
the year, yet do not judge one-tenth 
of the crimes committed in Marseilles. 

Betrayed by a Woman, 

It is not in Marseilles alone, however, 
that this reign of terror prevails. The 
Apaches, Once content to loot mail bags, 
Or at least to discriminate as to who 
should be their victims—choosing them 
from the wealthies class only—now bru- 
tally murder the poor working man, 
who probably has not more than a 
frdnc in his possession. The price of hu- 
man life diminishes day by day. Mur- 
der is, indeed become a sport with the 
Apaches. Recently in a well-known 
street of Paris—a street of the highest 
respectability—a governess was assault- 
ed on her own Jlanding, and pitched 
down several flights of stairs because 
she resisted. As I write, I pick up a 
French’ newspaper, which gives the de- 
tails Of many crimes, not the greatest 
of them being the cruel murder of a 
commercial traveler by two ‘Apaches in 
a railway carriage. The sensational 
revelations of the paramour of one of 
these men have led to their arrest, and 
they are now awaiting trial on this and 
other counts, 

An Unsuccessful Attempt. 

In her amazing evidence the woman 
has sald that, on one occasion, her 
Apache lover saw a man take some 
gold out of his pocket at a railway 
station to pay his fare, Without attract- 
ing ettention her lover and the other 
man who has been arrested, got into the 
same train as their intended victim: and 
during the journey, having abruptly 
changed into the compartment where 
he was seated, attempted to strangle 
him; but they laid their plans badly and 
miscalculated the distance the train had 
to run. As it approached a station the 
two criminals, failing of their purpose, 
let themselves drop on to the line at 
the risk of breaking their necks, and 
made off. The traveler, it appears, did 
not complain to the authorities, prob- 
ably for fear of trouble in the future. 

Murdered. 

Another of their victims—also a rail 
Way traveler—was a tall person and 
somewhat stout, and therefore caused 
them to hesitate a little. However, whez 
they entered the compartment he oc- 
cupled, they found him stretched out on 
@ seat, and asleep. They held a flask 
containing an anaesthetic to his nose, 
but a passing train disturbed the sleeper 
at that moment. Opening his eyes and 
realizing his danger, he essayed to gain 
his feet, but wag.knocked backward 
by a powerful blow on the temple: he 
fell and again attempted to rise. The

carriage door, and between them, they 
half-lifted, halfspushed their semi-con- 
scious .victim toward it. After a fearful 
Struggle they succeeded in forcing him 
out on to the line. He was torn to death 
beneath the carriage wheeis.

London, May 4.—One of the greatest 
literary tricksters that France ever has 
known died yesterday in the person of 
Gabriel Jogaud. He ha been almost 
completely forgotten, and the mention of 
his real._name suggests nothing to most 
people. As ‘*Leo Taxil,’’ however, he had 
his hour of world-wide. notoriety, and 
one of his several literary frauds de 
eelved the most astute journalists of 
BDurope. Among his misdeeds ‘was the 
publication, under his own name, of a 
book by a dead author, the manuscript 
of which had happened to fall into his 
hands. This fraud was soon discovered, 
and led to his being turneg out of the 
Order of Freemasons, just as he pre- 
viously had been expelled from the 
Roman Catholic church for iIisuing a 
series of scurrilous and scandalous Ilbels 
on the priesthood. 

Accordingly he now wrote against Free 
Masonry and free thought, and pretended 
to Aiscover that ‘‘devil-worship’’ was 
carrie® on in Paris and other places, in- 
cluding the Rock of Gibralter, which was 
‘*honeycombeq with devils and their 
adorers.”"

Seeing that Irick was himself 


proposed educational superintendence 
bill, with agitation brought about by 
friends of the measure, has aroused 


new interest in it. With regard to a 
Yecent notice of the bill in this paper 
State Superintendent of Education H. 
C. Gunnells says: “I wish to thank 


you'for the article and to say again 
that I consider it the most important 
piece of legislation which has been 
or will be introduced at the present 
session of the “legislature.” 

“It seems to me worse than folly,” 
continued Mr. Gunnells, “to continue 
to pour the people’s money into rural 
schools without providing at the saine 
time adequate means for its intelli- 
gont and effective expenditure. All 
know that the school supervision in 
the rural districts at present, except 
in a few counties, is more than a 
‘farce. The injustice which the state 
allows to be done to the children in 
the rural schools, constituting more 
than 8! per cent of our school popu- 
lation, is almost appalling. Every 
child is entitled to and should de- 
mand stbversion as intelligent and as 
efficient as is given to the city child. 

Corrects Wrong Impression. 

“The county superintendency is the 
key to our present educatioral situ- 
ation. I have been told that the voters 
in the rural districts have opposed 
this measure because it takes out of 
our hands the right to elect by direct 
vote the county superintendent. I 
have never explained the provisions 
of this bill to a man who did not 
acknowledge that it was good and 
that something along this line ought 
to be done. The only objectors that I 
have found are men who will be af- 
fected directly or indirectly by the 
passage of the law. 


Insurance Legislation. 

The bill to be introduced by Lieu- 
tenant Governor Henry B. Gray, which 
will provide that all foreign life com- 
panies doing business in the _§ state 
must fnvest at least 50 per cent of 
receipts in the state, is thought to 
have the approval of the powers that 
be at the capital, including Governor 
Comer and Insurance Commissioner 
Frank N. Julian. 

A man who has sounded himeon the 
subject makes the statement positive- 
ly that Governor Comer is with Gov- 
ernor Gray and will support him.

London, May 4—Jay Gould of New 
York today won the 
match of the international amateur 
tennis tournament at the Queens club, 
defeating Eustace H. Miles, holder of 
the title. Score 6—4; 3—4; I-—6; 6—2; 
5-—4, 

In the last set the score was 5—3; 
the American suffered from a cramp 
in his arm and the game was stopped 
for a few moments. 

Miles took the lead in the first set 
and reached 4—2 when the American 
champion railed and with a splendid 
effort brought the score up to four all 
and won the set without letting his 
opponent score again. 

The hard work showed in Gould's 
play in the second set. Miles making 
the score 2—! and then 5—! before 
the American pulled himself together.

Twice in the last set Gould suffered 
from a cramp in his wrist, but after 
a few moments rest and massage 
treatment he was able to resume play- 
ing, none the worse for the cramp. 

Gould’s play at the finish was the 
most brilliant of the match. He re- 
marked that the match had not been 
so hard as he anticipated; he had 
played harder matches. 

The British spectators were greatly 
disappointed at the result and the 
Americans were correspondingly elat- 
ed.

Sullivan Badly Marred.

His left cheek was also swollen, and 
there were severa] lumps and contusions 
on his forehead.

It also conclusively proved that Mitch- 
ell must be a plucky, courageous boxer 
to receive such terrible punishment, and 
yet fight nearly three hours and fifteen 
minutes.

Cool and collected, Mitchell was ever 
ready to take advantage of any opening 
presenteqg by his gigantic opponent, 
while his gameness was indisputable. 
From the seventh round until darkness 
stopped hostilities he had the lead of 
the fighting, and had his opponent nearly 
whipped when the referee decided the 
contest a draw, after a consultation with 
the seconds. 

Sullivan’s coolness, judgment and even 
powers of hitting seemed to have de- 
serted him. He was exceedingly faulty in 
his judgment of distance, his blows sel- 
dom reaching home when he led. His 
gameness, however, deserves credit, for 
he responded to round after round, after 
all hopes of his winning had vanished, 
only to receive fearful punishment from 
his quick, agile antagonist, who, cut out 
for a long fight, paid no heed to the 
multitudinous blows received, but faced 
the music like a man. 

Offered Return Match. 

Arthur Magnus, of Liverpool, the prin- 
cipal bookmaker of England, publicly 
announceg that he would match Sullivan 
in a return match with Mitchell for $25,- 
000 a side. He made one important stip- 
ulation. It was that satchel] must agree 
to fight in a 1!6-foot ring. Magnus also 
said that in addition to his part of the 
staké money he would bet $5,000 on the 
outside when they met next time in the 
ring Sullivan would knock Mitchell out 
in less than forty minutes. 

Mitchell was found at the Cheshire 
Cheese, London. On being asked if he 
would meet Sullivan again he said: ‘'l 
wish to propose a health: Sullivan, 
though beaten, is not disgraced. No, 
shall not fight him or anybody else, the 
way I feel now. A man with a family

kind.”’ 

Later Sullivan was found, and said, 
“Under something like favorable circum- 
stances I will fight Mitchell again, There 
is one thing you can take as dead 
straight—I Cben't fight him again in a 
24-foot ring.

Fine Time-in Jail. 

Sullivan had a very gay time during 
his first two or three hours in fall. The 
supper consisted of beefsteaks, bottles 
of the finest claret, rum and cheese. He 
ate ravenously, and his condition later 
showed that his drinking was not at all 
moderate. 

During the meal the pugilists were very 

endly with each other, drank out of 
the same bottle and talked of the fight. 
They both took the night express to 
fondon. The action of the men in run- 
ning away from their bond was consid- 
ered more than unwise, as the $800 re- 
verted to the government. In case they 
ever return to France they will be liable 
to be sentenced to prison for contempt. 

Taking all things into consideration— 
the rain, cold, damp atmosphere, ete.— 
the battle was a stubborn and well-con- 
tested one, Mitchell threw Sullivan the 
first fall in the seventh round and gain- 
ed first blood in the eighth round, but 
failed to score a knockdown. In the lat- 
ter round also Mitcheu landeg a terrific 
left-hander on Sullivan's rtght eye, which 
soon closed, shutting out the daylight. 

Tn the third round, it is said, Sullivan 
@isabled his right hand by a blow on 
Mitchell’s cranium. Mitchell met with a 
gimilar accident to that which marred 
the chances of his opponent. In leading 
off with his left Mitchell encountered 
Gullivan's elbow, and his “duke” went. 
He had to nurse his right and rely on 
one hand, so that the fight may be said 
te have been not a one-sided but a one- 
handed affair. 

Mitchell's generalship, strategy and 
cunning were remarkable, His blows 
were very forcible, and .even his own 
most ardent admirers were surprised at 
the great courage he displayed in bat- 
tling against the much-talked-of cham- 
pion of champions” for over three hours, 
especially when the latter was heavier 
and taller. Mitchell's dropping tactics, 
although not admired by the American 
contingent, were fair according to .u6 
conditions and rules under which they 
fought,

John Gideon, the backer of several 
champions, including Tom Sayres, said 
in reference to the Sullivan-Mitchell fight 
that Mitehell’s tactics reminded him of 
the battle between Sayres and the Tip- 
of 
England on June 16, 1857, where Sayers 
slipped in and out like a deer—he muti- 
lated the Slasher and received little or 
no punishment, and although scaling but 
150 pounds he whipped the Slasher, who 
weighed 224 pounds, in eleven rounds, 
lasting one hour and forty-two minutes. 

Mitchel] had a perfect right to fight 
the way he did, and Sullivan, not being 
versed in the rules, had no show to whip 
Mitchell at the style of fighting used in 
the old days. 

George B. Angle, the referee, thus 
gives his ideas of the affair in an inter- 
view, which I think well to print: 

“How was it, Mr. Angle, the fight was 
drawn when it was?’ 

“How do you mean?’ 

“I mean when there was plenty of 
light to fight by. In the Smith and Kil- 
rain battle, you remember, it was drawn 
on account of darkness coming on.’ 

‘Tt was drawn fn this case by mutual 
consent. I had nothing to do with it. As 
to what seems to be the inference from 
what I said about the spectators calling, 
‘Draw! Draw!'.I was in no way infiu- 
enced by it. How could I be? I had sim- 
ply to look and indorse what was done, 
I repeat, the fight was drawn simply be- 
cause the principals mutually consented 
to do so.” 

“Was there anything in the nature of 
the punishment received on either side 
that made you expect such an agree- 
ment?’ 

“Sullivan was rather knockeq about. 
He suffered terribly from exposure to the 
weather. Mitchell was not 80 much 
hurt.”’ | 

“Then you think the 
have gone on fighting?’ 

“I don’t say so, I don’t express my 
opinion. I am sure, however, that each 
man did his best to win, and that it was 
a perfectly fair fight all through.”’ 

“What about Mitchell trying to spike 
Sullivan?” 

“He never did, either on tue first or 
second occasion. His treading on Sulli- 
van’s feet was purely accidental.” 

“Was there any animus displayed be- 
tween the men?’ 

“Of course there was. You ean't get 
two men who hate each other li.e @rose 
two did to fight without expecting gome- 
thing of that kind. All the same, the 
fighting Wa, perfectly fair.”’ 

“WMll you give your opinion of the re- 
sult of the fight?’ 

“No, I will not. I am not going to give 
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an opinion. I may say, though, that I 
think Mitchell showed enormous pluck in 
standing up against Sullivan as long as 
he did.”’ 

“And all his qgodging and slipping about 
—was that right?’ 

“Of course, it was. It was quite in 
accordance with all the rules of the Lon- 
don prize ring.”

A Great Handicap. 


Robert Watson, who has reported fights 
both in this country and in England, in 
writing about the Gullivan-Mitchell fight, 
says: “‘When it igs remembered that in 
the heyday of the prize ring men con- 
sidered the giving of a couple of pounds 
of weight to an opponent was incurring 
great risk; some idea can be formed of 
the relative chances of Mitchell and Sul- 
jivan, the latter being about 30 pounds 
heavier.”’ 

in addition, Sullivan’s reputation as a 
hurricane fighter, endowed with marked 
cleverness and physically a giant by the 
side of Mitchell, reduced the latter's pros- 
pects materially in the eyes of the pub- 
lic; but Mitchell slyly hinted that the big 
‘fellow was not.all fancy painted him, and 
the time ‘would come when this would be 
proved beypnd all posible doubt. 

True it is that Sullivan has been writ- 
ten up by a certain section of faction- 
mongers; therefore he cannot be held re- 
sponsible for all the sickening nonsense 
that has appeared in print as to being a 
fistic marvel. 

After the match was signed ang sealed, 
even Mitchell’s best friends considered he 
was giving too much weight away to have 
a fair chance, but Charley was always 
anxious to fight, and repeatedly said he 
knew more about Sullivan than most peo- 
‘le, and that the big fellow was not by 
any means invincible. 

Again, reference was made to the 24- 
foot ring, but surely this to a man of Sul- 
livan'’s reputation was a very slight con- 
cession indeed; in fact, the latter’s friends 
boasted, with some show of reason, that 
Mitchell could run about ae much as he 
liked. Sullivan only wanted to get one 
good punch at him, and as this would 
take place very early in the fight, four 
rounds only would be required to dispose 
of Mitchell. “i 

The fight, they said, would be a farce, 
and they could not understand Mitchell's 
having the impudence to make the match. 
But from the initial stride Mitchell was 
all confidence, and when he was taunted 
with wanting to get out of the match he 
boldly consenteg to fight the following 
morning, although he haq choice of Mone 
day, upon which he had fixed, and made 

is arrangements accordingly. 

Favored Mitchell. 


I have been asked several times what 
would be the outcome of a fight hat 
(Mitchell amd Dempsey ever met? I think 
it would have been ‘a good betting fight, 
with the odds in fawor of ‘Mitchell. They 
were both very heady fighters, and if 
they had met, ang there was no outside 
interference from the gang who followed 
fights, there is no doubt it would have 
been the greatest fight of the time. 

Mitchell would have had about eight 
pounds the best of weights when they 
were dickering about a match. Mitchel! 
refused to fight Dempsey in this coun- 
try, for reasons which I can readily un- 
derstand. He would not have received 
fair play at the time, for the ringside 
would have been mobbed, as the general! 
public were sore on Mitchel) on Sulli- 
van’s account. 

He was accused of cowardice, which 
was wrong, as he took more chances fn 
this country than any foreign fighter 
ever did. The charge of cowardice 
against a pvegilist is like the charge of 
unchastity against a woman. It is hard 
to live down. 

It places the accused at unfair ad- 
vantage. It was in this way that ‘Mitchell 
came to be so very much misunderstood. 
Why did he refuse to fight Dempsey? 
Because he had nothing to gain and 
Demipsey had everything. Just the same 
reasons that should have made Sullivan 
refuse to fight Mitchel} unless om his own 
terms. Mitchell could lose nothing by 
being beaten by Sullivan, Sullivan could 
gain nething by beating him—practically 
nothing. 

A draw was virtually a defeat for Sul- 
livan. Mitchell had all the chances on 
his side. SulNvam let himself we badg- 
ered into a fight by Mitchell, who had 
the best business hea. : 

Demngey said many harsh things about 
Mitchell, and the latter was not very 
choice in his remarks about Dempsey; 
but when courage becomes the mooted 
question I think this talk out of place, 
for both possessed their share of It. 
Dempsey proved by many contests that 
he possessed courage, and Mitchell never 
displayed the white feather. No one 
woulq credit the fact that Mitchell tn- 
tended to fight Sullivan, but he di. 
Mitchel] could fight, and the people who 
thought he couldn’t were sadly disap- 
pointed. Sullivan could beat Mitchel? 
under Marquis of Queensberry rules. 
With ring rules every time an elbow anda 
knee touched the ground it its a rovnd.

Mitchell 
knew the danger of a fall at Madison 
Square Garden, for when he was knocked 
down he rolied over six or seven times 
before jumping to his feet, knowing that 
he would be knocked down or knocked 
out as he was staggering up again, with 
the referee allowing Sullivan to. stand 
over him instead of going to his corner.

Some time fn 1905, Sullivan, while rtav- 
eling through the northwest, delivering 
his monologue. sent out a challenge say- 
ing he would 'fcxe to meet Mitchell again 
in a 24-foot “ircle for twenty round-. 
When Mit@iell read the challenge in 
Frisco, he only laughed. ‘‘Why," . 
Mitchell, when asked about it, “Sulliva. 
ean’t go twenty rounds. , 

“It is hardly possible he could walk 
twenty rounds about a ring without fall- 
ing from exhaustion. He is very foolish: 
but if he wamts me to box with him at: 
any time to help him, I am always at h'9 
service with the first call. But when he 
talks about fighting, I think he only 
means it as a joke.” , 

This goes to show the difference be- 
tween Sullivan and Mitchell. It is not 
so many years ago Mitch@ll was hounded 
In all parts of the country by the presa

Ané there ts no doubt at the time Sul- 
livan, if he wanted to, by a letter to the 
public through the press could have put: 
an end to it all, but his jealousy «f 
Mitchell would not allow him to ask it. 
Mitchell, forgetting all this, came forwari 
again and offered his services to help the 
man who made his former stay in this 
country almost unbearable. 
went his way and made friends wherever 
he showed, and these friends have always 
stuck to him. 

After the Jabez White fight with Jimmy 
Britt in San Francisco Mitchell traveled 
east by the way of Seattle, where Sulli- 
van ‘was showing at the time, stopping 
off to interview Sullivan about some 
harsh things he had said of him through 
the press, which had never heen denied. 
‘He and Sullivan met at the Butler house, 
in Sullivan’s room, and only by the time- 
ly interference of friends of both parties 
& personal encounter was prevented. 


Old Rivals Angered. 


‘As Mitchell entered the room Sullivan, 
who was stretched on the side of the 
bed talking to some friends. extended his 
left hand and said: ‘I’m glad to see you, 
Charley, for you are the best man I ever 
whipped.’’ 

“You He if you say you ever licked 
me,’’ Mitchell replied, angrily. “The shoe 
is on the other foot, and I am sore at 
you for what you have been saying about 
me in the papers.”’ 

“You lie if you say I talked about you!” 
Sullivan replied, having risen from the 
og before this ang come toward Mitch- 
ell, 

At this Mitchell, who had been drinking 
heavily, rushed at Sullivan, but friends 
separated them before they could get to- 
gether, and they made arrangements to 
meet later in the day. They met that 
game afternoon and signed articles of 
agreement to fight fifteen rounds at Ta- 
coma September 19, !905. 

The date of the match arrived, and 
Parson Davies, who had the arrange- 
ments for the Mitchell end, trieg in every 
way to get in touch with the Sullivan 
management, Hut received no reply from 
it. Mitchell said, after he had heard 
from Davies, that he could get nothing 
satisfactory from the Sullivan combina- 
tion. 

“Of course, as far ag fighting goes, I’m 
all in, but I know I can whip Sullivan 
anv time we ever meet. He fourflushed 
out of his match at Seattle. He knew he 
never intended fighting me, thinking I 
would not care to enter the ring again. 
He might have found a better model for 
press work and left me alone, instead of 
showing himself up by backing down 
from a match I did not seek.’’ 

Mitchell has a long and active life be- 
fore him. He is a good example of what 
a good fighter can go througli who has 
had many hard battles without gustain- 
ing any lasting injuries,

After. waiting for a few minutes, court 
adjourned till this morning. 

Three ballots were taken last night, 
seven standing for murder in the first 
degree, and five being for a recommen- 
dation.

Additional test of a 
character was made by the engineers 
with satisfactory results.

THEN RACE SUICIDE BEGINS

ONDON, May 4.—A new wave or 
r imperia] sentiment is surging. Peo- 
ple are beginning to feel that there 
is such a thing as a British empire. Yet 
most people are very far from knowing, 
from grasping, as it were, what empire 
or imperialism really signifies. 

Few scholars or readers are aware of 
the amazing fact that, with just an €z- 
ception or two, there has not appeared a 
single solid and well-knit treatise on the 
nature and history of imperialism. Nay, 
to the majority even of Englishmen, 1m- 
perialism is, ag they think, quite a novel 
thing, at any rate in England. 

In the schoolbooks of English history 
it is never mentioned that England has, 
ever since William the Couqueror, beén 
an empire proper, except under the Tu- 
dors fora little time. First wag the Ens- 
lish empire (1066—1453); then arose the . 
British empire (1649--1615). These are 
the fundamental facts, 

The English empire meant the impe-. 
rial possessions of; England and France, 
Ireland, and at times in Scotland. Those 
wild Norman and Plantagenet kings wer3 
not mere knights-errant. In their appa- 
rently Quixotic. campaigns there was & 
deep and sober policy... England (or be:- 
ter, Great Britain) being an island, must | 
by sheer dire necessity: be an empire, or 
not be af all. | ) 

Islands Absorbed. 

Not one of the bigger islands in Europe 
escaped being absorbed by continenta! or 
sea-strong powers. Not Ireland, not Sic- 
ily, Corsica, Sardinia, Crete, Rhodes, 
Negropont. All of these islands had 
once great, eventually enormous power. 
But, failing to develop.an empire proper. 
by which they might have duly increased 
the naturally feeble resources of islands, 
they succumbed. : 

Willlam the Conqueror and Columbus, 
the latter’ by placing England in the cen- 
ter of the world, are the greatest bene- 
factors of England. 

But at present it ig not intended to g0 
into these matters of hfstorical politics. 
I have tried to do that in my book. 
“Imperialism” (1905), which, being 2)- 
surdly misunderstood; was taken as th? 
work of an anti-imperialist, I repeat it. 
as the upshot of all that I have learnel 
or thought: England must be an empire, 
as imperial as possible, or she cannot re- 
main even a kingdom. What is here in- 
tended is to bring home the true nature 
of imperialism to the immediate compre- 
hension. of the ‘average man, without 
overloading the discusion with historical 
erudition. 

In matters of history and politics, or 
art and Ifiterature, we understand only 
such things of which we clearly see the 
human factor, the human note. It is this 
human note-that I mean to touch here 
with regard to imperialism. 

Lesson From France. 
It is well known that millions of moi- 
ern men and women are, as they think, 
“dead against all imperidlism.’’ It is ‘o 
these and their friends that I should Nike 


to submit some human remarks on the 


relation of imperialism and children. For 
this purpose, we shall shortly regard the 
modern history of France. Repeatedly 
the French, or rather their rulers, at- 
tempted to widen the territory of Francs 
in Europe, that is, to found a French 


empire. 


(1789—1799), was realized, for a time, by 


French nation,. more especially tho 
French women, hated Naipoleon’s impe- 
tiat ideas. Those women, all-powerful 
in France, sapped and sapped the popu- 
larity of Napoleon, whom they called 
the man teater. : a 

“Whén, therefone, Napoleon lost a bat- 
tle or two in 1813 and 18j4, the French, 
instead of rdliying roung their great im- 
perial leader, as the Spanish had done 
found Palafox, Castanos, or Cuesta, for 
over seven years, at once cooled off, an 
Napoleon went first to Elba and then to 
St. Helena. The French had missed their 
chaace of making: an empire 

Napoleon, the greatest political thinker 
of modern times, had clearly seen that 
the French, already in his time thé most 
populous nation In Europe (even Russia 
Was then less populous), imperatively 
needed more elbow room for—children. 
‘Unless the French, Napoleon thought, 
get greater chances for human expan- 
. sion, they will either emigrate, or—they 
will, given their national and secular 
passion.for thrift, cease having children. 

Lost, Population. 

This is precisely what-happened. The 
very reason that made French women 
hate Nepoleon, namety, that he sent so 
many Frenchman out of France, makes 
them hate their lange colonies. Madame 
does not want to leave France; and what 
madame dislikes, the gods, being French 
ard polite, do not approve of either. 
Hence, one thing alone remained ‘Let 
us adopt,’’ the madames said, “‘the sys- 
tem of thet amiable Maglish clergyman, 
Malthus, and have as few children as 
possible.’’ This they have sedulously 
done ever since; with this interesting 
result, that France, in 1815, more, much 
more populous than Germany, is now 
22,000,000 less populous than the empire 
of William II, although the areas of 
the two countries are practically the 
same, 

The human note, thus, comes to this: 
Napoleon’s imperialism, fircely attacked 
by French and non-French socialists, 
pacifistes, ‘“humanists,’’ positivists, an- 
archists, women, and ‘professors of his- 
tory: Napolbeon’s imperialism cost the 
French some two million men, it is said. 
I positively know that this figure cannot 
be proved, But I accept it. Napoleon 
killed two million men for imperial pur- 
poses. The Germans, too, lost a simi- 
lar number. Well, may I learn, who 
killed the twenty-two million French now 
missing? One wonders. | 

The stern truth in the matter is this, 
that when a nation grows up to 4 cer- 
tain number which, considering its ter- 
ritory, is not adequate for it, that nation 
must become either imperialist or it must 
turn Malthusian; it must, to be brutally 
frank, elther expand abroad or retrench 
at home. France is now under-populated, 
under-couraged, under-vitalized, ant 
dreads a nation whom she has despised 
for centuries. This, and nothing else, 
is the consequence of tat foolish, up- 
historical and old-maidenish outcry 
against imperialism. 

Kill the imperial sentiment, and you 
kill millions of babes. Kill the imperial 
sentiment: loosen the imperial ties; try 
to manoeuvre out of it, to make silly 


compromise, or to dupe it somehow or 
other, and in the end ou will have

This enterprise developed the manufac- 
ture of railway material, heavy steel 
castings anid forgings, and more recently 
guns and armor plates. In '!897 it took 
over the Naval Construction of Arma- 
ments Company, of Barrow, and the 
Maxim Nordenfelt Guns and Ammuni- 
tion Company, so that it might be able 
to “build, equip, and arm the langest 
battleship that may be required,’’ and 
five years later it acquired a half-share 
in the business of W. Beardmore & Co..

Its 
ordimary shareholders have received no 
dividend since 1896, and five years ago 
owin gto the losses sustained its capital 
was written down by $8,000,000—from 
$21,000,000 to $13,000,000. Free trade 
is, .of course, the great safegnard 
against combinations which seek to raise 
prices. , 

In the brewing trade the concentration 
of capital has proceeded on an extraor- 
dinary scale, and in many cases with 
disastrous financial results, owing to the 
extravagant prices paid by competing 
breweries for licensed houses. This move- 
ment has, of course, become notorious, 
but it ts doubtful whether it is generally 
realized that the aggregate capital of 
sixteen brewery companies reaches the 
enormous tota} of $350,000,000. 

The whole subiect of industrial com- 
binations, whether for the purpose of 
production or of regulating prices, is a 
fascinating one, and Mr. Macrosty's 
book is a mine of information bearing 
upon the problem in its Various phases. 
The word “trust” is not used by the 
writer in a condemnatory sense, and he— 
rightly ,we think—sums up the situation 
by saying that, so far as the interests 
of the community are concerned, the 
movement which he has so exhaustively 
described is not at present dangerous, 
but that “it contains, like every new de- 
velopment, great and new possibilities 
alike for good and evil.”

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PEKING TO PARIS 
IN MOTOR CARS 


Eighteen Competitors Are En- 
tered for the Great Race, 


The Track Lies Across Mongolia, 
Siberia and the Ural Mountains. 
It Is Hoped to Accomplish 
the 6,000-Mile Trip in 
Eighty Days.

Paris, May 4.—All Paris {fs astir ‘at 
the departure for Peking of the eight- 
een competitors who are to take part 
in the famous Peking-Paris motor run, 
organized by the Matin, and which 
starts on June !0, in the presence of 
the French, Russian and Italian minis- 
ters, who far this occasion will form 
an honorary committee, 

The track Hes across Mevgolia, the 
Gobi desert, Siberia, the Ural moun- 
tains, South Russia, Germany, and 
finally France. 

Starting from Peking, the competitors 
will make for Kalgan, about 125 miles 
from the former town, and then on to 
Urga. From Kalgan to Ulga there are 
two roads running parallel to each 
other. One is the caravan route and 
the other the “imperial” road. The 
latter is a beautiful tract of land about 
one hundred miles in length. Mme. 
Massieu, a few years ago, drove across 
this road in seven days. At Urga there 
is a postal service, and a rich Urgan 
and two officers control the caravans. 
With the help of the Russian govern- 
ment, the motorists will be able to give 
the “password,” which consists in ut- 
tering the break-jaw names of the 
two officers. 

Urga’ is a very center of civilization, 
and the competitors will receive a 
warm welcome from the Russian vice 
consul and Dr. Grinscwitch, a member 
of the Touring Club of France. These 
gentlemen are entrusted with the ar- 
rangement of all details connected with 
the route between Urga and Kiakhta. 
From Kiakhta to Missoya the roads are 
kept in perfect repair by the Russian 
merchants. Once at Missoya the mo- 
tors will be put on a large ferry boat 
and conveyed across Lake Baikal to 
Irkutsk. At Irkutsk the motorists wil] 
follow the Trans-Siberian railway to 
Moscow, and endeavor to Outpace the 
railway, in spite of the absence of 
roads. 

It is hoped that the motors wil! cover 
the distance between Peking and Paris, 
about 6,500 miles, in -eighty days.

LIFE 1S SIMPLE. 
AT Tht VATICAN 


Many Reforms Have Been In- 
aupurated by Pope Pius 


Least Possible Etiquet at His Audi. 
ences—All the Simecures Have 
Beem .Abolished and Pope 
Lives as He Did When 
a Bishop.

Rome, May 4.—No more ardent lover 
of the simple life exists than Pope 
Pius X, about whom a book has jus ; 
been published, called “Pius X and th 
Papal Court.” It is generally known 
that Pope Pius disregards all formalli- 
ties that are not absolutely necessary 
to his position. About 5 o’clock in 
the morning the pope’s bedroom at- 
tendant, Sili, enters his room, but, un- 
less his holiness is ill, he finds him 
already up and reading his breviary, 
as was his custom through his long 
parochial life. At 6 o'clock Pius X says 
mass in a simple little oratory, serv- 
ed by two monsignori. After having 
prayed for a while in the little chapel, 
tne pope has his early breakfast, which 
consists of a cup of coffee and rolls 
and butter, and directly afterwards, if 
the weather is fine, he walks in th 
great sardens of the vatican for a 
hour or so. 

Least Possible Etiquet. 


At 9 o’clock the pope is in his study, 
where he receives his secretary of state, 
Cardinal Merry del Val, then the heads 
of the great congregations through 
which the church is ruled, and then 
other visitors. The audiences of Pius 
X are of,the simplest character, and 
surrounded wth the least pos- 
sible etiquet. In old days’ the 
splendid reception rooms were full of 
chamberlains, guards and attendants, 
but now only a few servants and a 
monsignore or two are to be seen. The 
present pope receives people of every 
class, even the most humble, and some- 
times poor peasants from his native 
village of Riese are to be seen there, 
in garments anything but sufted to a 
court ceremony. 

Seven Cooks Unnecessary. 

Punctually at ! o’clock Pius X dines. 
Since the seventeenth century it has 
been the rule for the pontiff to eat 
alone, but Pius X sometimes invites 
his private secretary or other members 
of his household to join him, and on 
being respectfully remonstrated with 
for this breach ef etiquet, cheerfully 
replied that as .Urban VIII had the 
right to make this rule, he, Pius X, had 
an equal right to abolish it. Pius X 
eats most simply and frugally, and the 
pontiff’s meals differ little from those 
that were served to the parish priest 
of Salzano. When Pius X was first 
elected he was astounded at the num 
ber of servants In the papal kitchen, 
and exclaimed, “Surely it ts not nec- 
essary to have seven cooks in order to 
make m@ a little soup?” 

Sinecures Abolished. 

The pope likes the simplest Italian 
cookery, and his menu consists of 
eoup or macaroni,-a plate of meat, 
cheese end fruit, and on Fridays the 
pope often eats a dish of haricot beans 
or “polenta,” the maize flour which is 
the staple of life to many Italian peas-

The 
operation, which was so slight that not 
even an instrument was required, was 
over, and the boy was thought to be re- 
covering from the effects of the anes- 
thetic, when his heart suddenly stop- 
ped beating. 

All efforts on the part of three doctors! 

The 
family physician had previously advised 
Dr. Mitchell that he was in good condi- 
tion and there was apparently no reason 
why the use of chloroform would have 
any ill effects on him. It is a medical 
fact that chloroform is fatal to one per- 
son out of every twenty-five hundred.

What fg regarded as 
ing testimony against the defendant yet 
given in the Chisolm trial was that pre- 
Sented this afternoon. Witness after wit- 
ness Wag called who testified to close 
acquaintanceship with Chisolm and gaid 
they never noticed anything irrational 
in the defendant's actions before the em- 
bezzlement. Among those testifying were 
various officers of the First National 
bank, where the embezzlement was com- 
mitted, as well as those with whom 
Chisolm had been in daily contect.

I" .M. Nash, assistant secretary at the

MecHartland secured what is claimeg to 
be @ free and full confession from Harry 
Orchard, who had been removed from the 
jail at Caldwell to the penitentiary in 
this city for safe keeping, as feeling ran 
high against him in Caldwell. Orchard's 
confession has never fully been made 
public, but it is known that it contains 
ar alleged admission of participation in 
nearly thirty murders and that Orchard 
.charged Haywood, Moyer and Pettfdbone 
with having induced him to commit the 
crimes and having paid him in money 
a@n agreed sum for each. It is alleged 
that Orchard’s confession has been am- 
ply confirmed, that he will go upon the 
stand and will freely repéat it with the 
full knowledge that when his tum 
comes for trial he will be convicted end 
executed. It is said Orchard desires to 
make a clean breast of his past, and he 
is quoted as saying that he desires to 
clear the whole thing up “before I am 
executed.”’ 

It is stated the prosecutors believe they 
can corroborate the confession fn all its 
most important aspects. It is alleged 
thet Pettibone was an expert on explo- 
sives, and that he, Moyer and Haywood 
jointly plotted the crimes. 


Hay wood, Moyer, Pettibone Arrested. 


On February !7 of last year Haywood, 
“Moyer and Pettibone were arrested in 


Colerado and immediately brought to 


officers at the time the murder was com- 
mitted. The governor of Colorado hon- 
ored the réquisition of the governor of 
Idaho, but there was no judicial proceed- 
ing in Colorado ,a circumstance that led 
to a long and bitter contest. The affi- 
davit charging that the men were in 
the state of Idaho at the time of the 
murder being admittedly false in fact, 
through true ag a cémpliance with the 
letter and spirit of the statute, accord- 
ing to the officers of the stdte, gave rise 
to. widespread discussidn as to the pro- 
priety of the action of the two states 
involved. Then throughout the country 
went the cry that the three prisoners 
had been kidnaped in defiance of all 
constitutional rights. This phase of the 
question was later testéq in the courts 
of the United tSates, the result being a 
victory for th state of Idaho. 

Special counsel for the state of Idaho 
and the offcialg and detectives connectey 
with the prosecution have maintained 
silence as to their case and very little iy 
known publicly as to its features and de. 
talls. 

The defendants deny their guilt mos, 
positively, and in turn assert that they 
are the victims of a giant conspiracy, 
as daring in conception and act as the 
one alleged against them. They will 
probably seek to show that Orchard 
made his confession in the hope that he 
would save himself under promise of im- 
munity.

OVERMAN STORY IS DENIED 


Roosevelt Has Too Many Problems 
in His Own Party to Be Attempt- 
ing to Cheose a Leader for 
the Democrats in 
the Senate.

Washington, D. C., May 4.—(Special.)— 
Several newspapers have printed the 
story in ‘the pest two days that Senator 
Overman, of North Carolina, was the 
president’e choice for leader of the sen- 
ate democrats to succeed Senator Joe 
Blackburn ,and that the president had so 
labeled him. 

The democratic papers in the south as 
well ag the republican papers over the 
country have taken up this queer ru- 


mor and indulged in considerable spec- 
ulation on the swhject and criticism of 


the president and Senator Overman. 


The announcement is made today -at 
the White House that the president has 
not expressed himself in any way on 
this subject of the minority leadership 
in the senate, nor has he said anything 
which could by any possible construc- 
tion be twisted into an expression of 
preference for any senator for the dem- 
ocratic leadership. 

On its face the story is absurd from 
whatever source it originated, for the 
president is a republican first, last and 
all the time, ang it is ridiculous to as- 
sume that he should be or should have 
been making suggestions or expressing 
preference as to who should be the lead- 
er of the democrats in the senate. 

It does not seém, with all the political 
problems in his own party, the s0- 
lution of which he has assumed sole 
charge, that the president is apt to take 
a hand in the selection of a chairman 
o” the democratic caucus.

WHY THE SIGNAL BELLS 


STREET CARS? 


REQUENT inquiries have 
fF made of late why it is that the 

signal bells on the cars of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
do not work. The question has thus re- 
ceived an answer as negative as the 
noise made when the button was prese- 
ed which is supposed to signal the con- 


ductor to stop the car, 

When the call bell system was first 
inaugurated it was thought it would 
prove a great convenience to both pat- 
rons of the cars and the conductors as 
well. Frequently it is the case a car is 
crowded and a passenger at the front 
cannot catch the eye of the conductor 
in time to signal him to stop; or, again, 
when a number of people are standing 
up the conductor cannot see people who 
want to get off. Then it is that the sig- 
nal bell, if it only could be induced to 
work, would prove a blessing. But the 
trouble ig the bells won’t work and, ap- 
parently, can’t be made to work. For- 
tunately, the vast majority of people 
have learned from long experience that 
“you touch the button and we do the 
rest’’ is a fallacy when applied to the 
street cars, and they have stopped try- 
ing. 

Tries to Ring the Bell. 

Frvery once in a while, however, a 
credulous person gets on a car and

| Dresses the button. He héars no respond- 
ing noise, but he thinks the bell has 
rung and the noise of the car and the 
street traffic made it imperceptable to 
him. When the ¢ar passes his corner 
and fails to stop he is mad—and right- 
fully so. 

The chances are, if he has a hot tem- 
per, he says things to the conductor 
which that official does not merit, as 
he is in no way responsible for the fail- 
ure of the bell to ring. still 
the passenger has a kick, and a 
good one. He, too, is in no way respon- 
sible. He supposes, of course, that the 
button was made to press for something 
other than the fun of pressing. So there 
you are. 

Inquiry was made at the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company to learn just 
what is the matter. It was frankly ad- 
mitted that the average signal bell js a 
Snare and a delusion, and a fortune 
awaits the man who will invent one that 
will really work. The present signal bell 
is operated—or to be exact—is not oper- 
ated by a small storage battery, This 
battery is very sensitive and is easily 
put out of business. A sudden jar may 
render it temporarily unfit and then it 
is no good for the May. 

In the meantime, in lieu of a bell that 
will ring, the public would like to know 


what the use of the buttons really is.

Savannah, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—A 
pitiful scene was enacted in the crim- 
inal branch of the superior court this 
afternoon when Judge Seabrook sen- 
tenced J. W. Hart, the aged man who 
committed burglaries here and at 
Charleston, and James L. Blake and 
Arthur Cetti, the young boys charged 
with burglary some weeks ago. 

Each of these plead guilty and Judge 
Seabrook was under the necessity of 
sentencing a man on the brink of the 
grave on the one hand and young boys 
not yet out of their téens on the other. 

Hart, who is 79 years old, Was sen- 
tenced to three years in the _ peniten- 
tiary; the boys were given indertermi- 
nate sentences to the Georgia reform- 
atory at Milledgeville. 

Hart was recognized while in court 
by ex-Chief of Police Frank McDer- 
mott as a man he had arrested twenty 
years ago for wholesale frauds‘ prac- 
ticed upon the Catholic clergy of At- 
lanta, Savannah, Columbus and New 
Orleans. He has secured their in- 
dorsement to bogus drafts which he 
had cashed at banks. The indorsement 
of the clergy Was secured by means 
of forged letters he presented from 
bishops and other high clerics. Hart 
then remained in jail three weeks, be- 
ing released because the clergy would 
not prosecute. The case was a famous

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PLANS ARE BEING MADE 
FOR THE DISTRIBUTION 


OF STATE IMMIGRANTS 


John A. Betjeman, of the 


Georgia Immigration As- 


sociation, Is Establishing County 
Organizations. 


HPN the direct. immigrant lines 
W from European ports to Savan- 
nah are inaugurated in Sep- 
tember, the work of the Georgia Im- 
migration Association will have been 
established. The association is working 
out a perfect system for the encourage- 
ment and distribution of immigrants. 
It precludes the possibility of immi- 
grants being thrust upon any com- 
munity which may not desire them. It 
offers the opportunity for every com- 
munity—farmer, industry or inventor— 
to secure them when they are desired. 
When the ships begin to arrive on 
regular scheduled dates the state will 
have been thoroughly organized and 
ready to properly receive them. John 
A. Botjeman, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the association, 
whose headquarters are at Albany, Ga., 
has been active recently in aiding the 
formation of county organizations to 
be affiliated with the state associafion. 
“A short time ago the Brooks County 
Immigration Association was organ- 
ized, and Mr. Betjeman visited Thom- 
@sville end Bainbridge, with the re- 
sult that the Thomas county and De- 
catur county organizations were im- 
mediately projected. 
Committee in Washington. 

A committee representing the state 
of Georgia and composed of Hon. Hoke 
Smith, Hon. G. Gunby Jordan of Colum- 
bus end Major W. W. Williamson of 
Savannah, left Georgia on April 6 and 
went direct to Washington to get alk 
of the information needed in keeping 
within the letter and the spirit of the 
federal law. Mr. Betjeman preceded 
the committee about four days, and 
spent this time in conferences with 
Secretary Straus, Commissioner SGar- 
geant, Secretary Root and Assistant 
Eecretary Bacon, discussing with them 
in detail plans and present method of 
procedure of the Georgia Immigration 
Association. He not only secured their 
views on these plans and advices from 
them as to what might be expected 
from the operation of the new act, but 
was given considerable encouragement 
in the work, both within the State 
and abroad. These preliminary con- 
ferences prepared the cabinet officers 
and the president for the interview 
and suggestions given to the commit- 
tee which followed. 

The present administration is seeking 
to distribute the immigrants and to avoid 
any further congestion in the east. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, believes that the quick- 
est solution of the south’s present annoy- 
ances is to secure the direct operation 
of steamship lines e,yuipped to bring im- 
migrants from Buropean poris to south 
Atlantic ports. He gave the committes 
from Georgia valuable assistance, and 
exipressed the earmmest desire that the 
association might succeed in establishing 
the line into Savannah. 

The members of the committee pro- 
ceeded to New York, where Mr. Betje- 
man had been securing valuable letters 
and data for their use in Hurope. They 
sailed on April 9, arriving at Bremen 
on the Ii5th. Their first work was with 
the Duropean end of the principal steam- 
ship lines, now operating into America. 
From there they proceeded to the capil- 
tals of some of the principal Wuropean na- 
tions from which the state of Georgia 
desires to draw immigrants. After learn- 
ing the conditions under which the asso- 
ciation can operate they proceeded with 
a close investigation of the farming and 
laboring classes with a view to determin- 
ing what inducements are necessary in 
order to move these people into Geor- 
gia. 

They wil) also determine how the pro- 
cess of selection which the Georgia Im- 
migration Association hag decide? wpon 
can be most successefully pursued from 
@uch centers as they select. They will 
then, after touring Germany, Austria, 
Denmark, Sweden, Belgium, France, 
England and Scotland, return to America 
and submit their report and recommen- 


dations to the board of directors of the |

action of the board of directors will be 
embodied in a recommendation to the 
State as to the Mnes and methods of 
working out this groblem in Pwrope. 
Organizing State Movement. 

Mr. Betjeman accompanied the com- 
mittee to New York, and while there he 
investigated the methods used by immi- 
eration agents and by states operating 
from New York. He returned to Wash- 
ington, where he secured copies of the 
opinions and laws governing this work 
and its various phases in the territories 
of the United States which are under 
direct control of congress. Immediately 
after leaving Washington Mr. Betjeman 
took up again the work of organizing 
the movements in the state so that an 
adequate and satisfactory distribution of 
the people coming in can be made. 

The plan, which Wag the one adopted at 
the Macon convention, is not only unique, 
but is a most Satisfactory business ar- 
rangement ang is as follows: 

Persons desiring help are, upon request, 
being furnished with printed formg on 
which they describe the character of the 
soil, crops grown on their farms, crops 
which they desiré grown, the kind of 
houses furnished and the terms under 
which these arrangements are made, 
such as the rate of wages offered, if 
cropper or share worker, the terms under 
which contract can be made, number of 
acres of land available. The industry 
describes the character of work to be 
done, wages offered ang all other con- 
ditions affecting the life of their labor- 
ers, such as schools, water, transportation 
facilities. 


This information {g tabulated at the 
headquarters of the executive commit- 
tee in Albany and ts put into the hands 
of the commisstoners of Europe. They, 
in turn, after selecting the people from 
whom it {s destrable to send to Georgia 
by carefully investigating their work and 
character, then place the individual fam- 
ies in possession of the fmformation 
about general opportunities tn Georg!’ 
and if they elect, can choose their Jo- 
cation {n Georgia before leaving their 
home town or farm in Europe. When 
they decide to start. information about 
them and their ancestry is furnished ap- 
plicants for immigrants into the state, 
and In the event that the immigrant de- 
sires to locate at some particular point; 
the interested parties are advised of his 
character and ability, and the prospective 
immigrants are put in direct touch with 
each other through*the fmmigration as- 
sociation. Only such as are desirable 
are induced to come in. Tnformation in 
regard to specific counties and communi- 
ties is secured through the same medium. 
For this reason it !s necessary for the 
counties to onganize their associations 
as rapidly as possible. The work {s care- 
fully systematized, both at home and ifn 
Europe, and ig being pursueq without 
conflict with any law. The work is be- 
ing done under the direction of the state, 
and no fees or commissiong of any kind 
whatsoever are charged by the state. 

Work Getting Under Way. 

The work is rapidly getting under way 
and instead of it being at a standstill in 
the absence of the commission now in 
Burope, it is very much more active than 
heretofore. The commission in WBurope 
is doing a most important work, but the 
work within the state is progressing rap- 
idly with,the organization of the county 
associations each week and the continued 
applications for help. The condition in 
the state is one of continued activity. 

While tn Washington the opinion was 
requested on the importation of share 
worker, for farm help. The recent pub- 
licity given to the decision of the de- 
partment on this question gives ‘added in- 
terest to the work. The state is per 
mitted to solicit share workers for spe- 
cifie farms, it being construed by the 
department that the working on shares 
on our farms ig not in any gense working 
on @ wage and for that reason does not 
come under the restriction of the act.

Washington, May 4.—(Special.)—The 
farmers of Brooks county, Georgia, who 
are engaged in the profitable industry 
of raising pork for the market, will be 
delighted with the modified ruling of 
the bureau of animal industry in regard 


to meat inspection. 

The new ruling exempts 
operation of the law meat slaughtered 
by a farmer on his own farm, so Brooks 
county hams and bacon can now be 
stfpped in interstate commerce by the 
farmers themselves or by merchants 
and dealers who can certify that the 
m@gat ig wholesome and was slaughtered 
on the farm. 

Numerous complaints have been made 
by Brooks county farmers since the 
meat inspection law went into effect, 
particularly against the action of the 
secretary of agriculture in refusing to 
grant the exemption which the original 
act contained’ in their favor. Represen- 
tative Brantley took up the subject ac- 
tively with Secretary Wilson and en- 
deavored to secure a change in the regu- 
lations which would allow Brooks coun- 
ty hams to be shipped outside the state 
to any cofisumer without’ being in- 
spected. 

Exceptions for Farmers, 

The law, as originally drafted, was 
intendéi particularly td apply to the 
great packing houses and the establish- 
ments whith turn out meat food pro- 
ducts, and in the original act, approved 
June 30, 1906, the following exception 
in favor of the farmers was noted: 

“The provisions of this act requiring 
inspection to be made by the secyetary 
of agriculture shall not apply to anl- 
mals slaughtered by any farmer on the 
farm and sold and transported as inter- 
state or foreign commerce, nor to re- 
tail butchers and retail dealers in meat 
and meat food products supplying their 
customers. 

“Provided that if any person shall 
sell or offer for sale or transportation 
for interstate or foreign commerce any 
meat or meat food products which are 
diseased, unsound, unhealthful, unwhole- 

me or otherwise unfit for human food, 
towing that such meat food products 
aré intended for human consumption, he 
Shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding $1,000 or by im- 
prisonment for a period of not exceed- 
ing One year, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

“Provided also, That the secretary of 
agriculture is authorized to maintain the 
inspection in this act provided for at 
any slaughtering, meat canning, salting, 
packing, rendering or similar establish- 
ment notwithstandig;s this exception, 
and that the persons operating the same 
may be retail butchers and retail deal- 
ers or farmers.” . 

Wilson’s Original Ruling. 

In view 6f this feaure of the law, the 
secretary Of agriculture held that the 
same inspection for farmers and retail 
dealers should be required as. that for 
packers and canners. He ruled that a 
farmer could ship meats from his own 
farm in interstate ,commerce only upon 
presentation to the transportation com- 
pany of his certificate stating the meat 
offered for shipment was slaughtered 
by him on his own farm and that they 
were at the time of shipment gound, 
healthful, wholesome and fit for hu- 
man food. This did not prove of much 
aid to farmers because their sales were 
very largely made to merchants and 
retail dealers who, sup- 
plied the customers. 

The farmers of Brooks county, Geor- 
gia, who seil considerable meat food 
products and those in Virginia, in the 
section made famous by the Smithfield 
hams, were the main complainants to 
the department that they be given the 
full benefit of the inspection in their 
favor contained in the original meat 
inspection amendment. Farmers in other 
sections joined in this request and the 
bureau of animal industry finally agreed 
to so change the regulations provided 
for meat inspection that not only the 
farmers who slaughter the animals, but 
any person who could identify the meat 
(products as having come from a farm- 
er could make out the certificate that 
would permit the meat to be shipped in 
interstate commerce. 

The transportation companies are re- 
quired to secure a certificate stating the 
name of the railroad to which shipments 
are offered, name of shipper, consignee, 
point of shipper, point of destination 
and it must also be set forth that the 
meat or meat food products are from 
animals slaughtered by a farmer on 
the farm and that at the time of ship- 
ment they are ‘‘sound, healthful, whole- 
some and fit for human food.”’ 
Uninspected Products Cannot Enter 

Packing Houses. 

Under this ruling a farmer may now 
sell to a dealer, and this dealer can 
make the necessary certificate to the 
railroad when shipping meat in inter- 
state commerce, Such meat will not be 
permitted to enter packing houses and 
canneries where inspection is enforced, 
A fraudulent certificate covering meat, 
that fs unwholsome and unfit for hu- 
man food, shall subject the man who 
offers,it for sale or shipment to punish- 
ment by fine, if proven guilty, in an 
amount not exceeding $1,000 or impris- 
onment for ome year or both.

Benten was recently named for the 
post of special agent for the United 
States. government, as a. cotton seed 
expert, to investigate the conditions 
abroad for this commodity. 

The fact that during the year just 
closed the export of cotton seed oil 
and its products was $30,000,000 caused

Through 
the suggestion of Hon’ John M. Carson, 
of this bureau, Mr, Benton, who was 
then secretary of the Georgia Crushers’ 
Association, was named for this post, 
which means so much to the south, by 
Hon. Oscar Straus, himself a native of 
Georgia and thoroughly in sympathy 
with the furtherance of this southern 


product, 

Mr. Benton, who sailed from New 
York several days ago, elected Hol- 
land as his objective point for the 
reason that this country is the greatest 
consumer of these products on the con- 


tinent, importing annually $4,000,000 


| worth. 


As a dairying country, Holland has 
no superior in Europe, and the Holland 
farmers and dairymen have found the 
use of cotton seed meal mixed as a 
cattle feed and @ judicial use of the 
oil in making the butter and cheese of 
invaluable benefit.

Consequently, when these vessels 
are all completed Americans can proudly 
feel that they will be the third strongest 
naval power in the world, with better 
ships, better manned, than any fleet. 
Improvement in Warships Great. 
The tremendous ships of today embody 
the very latest ideas of naval architec- 
ture, and are as different from the old 
time men-of-war as are the comforts and 


conveniences of the life aboard them rad- 


ically altered from the rough existence 
of thelr predecessors. 

Readers of The Constitution may be 
interested in some of the details of the 
namesake of the state, the U. 8. & 
Georgia, ‘iow in regular commission. The 
Georgia displaces 15,000 tons; has a 
speed of over !9@ Knots per hour; total 
horse-power of over 19,000; complement 
of 36 officers and 772 men, drawing 
over $30,000 per month salary. When 
under full speed she will use about 240 
tons of coal per day. Her armor 
weighs 3,532 tons, is !! inches thick, 
and cost $1,455,184. Her guns, large 
and small, weigh 83] tons, and are 
valued at $1,125,200. Ammunition for 
these guns weighs 622 tons, ang cost 
over $450,000. Cost of hull and ma- 
chinery, $3,733,600. Total cost, ready for 
gea, over $7,000,000. 

The Georgia is a twin-screw, first-class 
battleship, 441 feet, 3 inches over all, 
and has a beam of 76 feet, 2.5 inches. 
Draft on trial, 23 feet, 8 inches. She 
has three funnels and two steel military 
masts. She carries 1,800 tons of coal, 
and can steam nearly 4,000 miles with- 
out replenishing her fuel supply. Her 
battery consists of the following guns: 
Four 12-inch, eight 8-inch, twelve 6-inch, 
twelve 3-inch, and many machine guns 
from one inch down. The twelve-inch 
guns use a_ projectile weighing o/V. 
pounds, and a powder charge of 325 
pounds of smokeless powder. Each 
twelve-inch gun with its mount weighs 

2-3 tons.

Strength of the Navy. 

The allowed enlisted strength of the 
navy is now 38,500 ehlisted men, ane 
the character of these men has as- 
sumed such a condition of excellence 
ir late years that the name of the en- 
listed man of today should not be 
mentionea in the same breath with the 
rough old tars of thirty years ago. 
Unfortunately for the navy this 
change is not always understood 
throughout the country. Parents are 
sometimes prejudiced against ote 
boys entering the navy or the nava! 
service for fear that they will be con- 
taminated by their surroundings and 
associates. 

The man on board ship, however, 
when he hears both sides of the case, 
smiles when he hears such assertions, 
for he knows what life in the navy is, 
what it is doing for him and has cone 
for others, yes, thousands of others, 
and the difference between idle com- 
panions on shore and good healthful 
surroundings and companions afloat, 
with regular duties, regular hours, 
and under constant supervision of 
careful and intelligent superiors. 

The navy department is alive to the 
fact that it requires an enlisted force 
of the highest intelligence and char- 
acter ana therefore is making every 
effort to interest the right sort of 
young men by introducing new feat- 
ures for the comfort and happiness of 
the crews of our vessels. 

Navy Food Has Been Improved. 


The food furnished free to the en- 
listed force is excellent, simple, whole- 
some, and generous throughout in 
amount. The ration has been greatly 
improved by an act of congress 80 
that a great variety of articles are 
now included in it, and no one today 
would object to the food of the Ameri- 
can man-of-warsman. The days of 
“salt horse’ and “hard tack’’ are 
ever, for now the ships are equippe t 
with refrigerating plants in which

The -navy today is continually be- 
coming more popular, and its advo- 
cates are increasing throughout the 
lanc, as information gradually reaches 
all districts. Perhaps no one is more 
interested in the navy than President 
Roosevelt, and his many utterances on 
the subject show his belief in the ne- 
cessity of the navy for the public 
welfare. Last Christmas the president 
made a welcome present to the enlist- 
ed force by considerably increasing 
the pay of those men who reenlist 
after one or more previous services. 

The following figures for a man who 
makes the navy a profession for life, 
show a very comfortable rate of pay, 
which may be. realized. Supposing that 
a man before his first enlistment ex- 
pires has attained the rate of chief petty 
officer, with permanent appointment, 
after graduating from a navy petty of- 
ficers school, and he repeatedly reen- 
lists within four months from date of 
discharge, his conduct being such as to 
warrant his being awafded a good con- 
duct medal and his permanently retain- 
ing this token, then at the eng of his 
first enlistment his pay would be $72 per 
month, and for each enlistment thereaft- 
er respectively $78.36, $83.47, $88.58. 
$93.69, $98.80, $103.9! ana $109.02: this, 
of course, {In addition to food ang lodg- 
ing, medical attendance and hospital 
treatment. and medicines, with no pos- 
sibility of loss of pay because of strikes. 
dull seasons, sickness, or any other of 
the many causes that work hardship in 
civil life. And in special case these rates 
of pay may be considerably increased 
by rewards for holding of certain posi- 
tions. 

Reward After Thirty Years’ Service. 

To carry the statistics a little further, 
the man just descrihed wauld be en- 
titled to retire after thirty years‘ gerv- 
ice on ‘three-quarters of his pay and al- 
lowances, throughout the remainder of | 
his’ life, of $1,122.93, while as a reward | 
fer his several enlistments he -would 
have received the aggregate sum, addi- 
tional to his regular pay, amounting to 
$2,475. 24. . 

Surely no one would claim that the en- 
listed force of. our navy can complain of 
such pay! 

The life of an enlisted man of the navy 
is a healthy out-door life, and manly, 
in which few can engage who are not 
immensely benefited by it, both physically | 
and mentally. The following is a sample 
of the ordinary day’s work on board a| 
man-of-war: Reveille at 5 or 6 a. m., | 
depending on the season, when hot cof-| 
fee is served, and half-hour allowed tee | 
then the work of scrubbing down “the | 
decks and cleaning up the ship is under- | 
taken ang completed, before breakfast at | 
7:30 for which three-quarters of an hour, 
is allowed. Then the guns are cleaned, | 
brass work shined, and everything, in-, 
cluding the men themselves, made peat} 
and natty for inspection at 9:30, when! 
all-hands are mustered at quarters. 

A short physical exercise is then taken, 
and the particular drill, for the day 
follows, whether it be collision drill, bat- 
talion dnill, fire drill, or any of the va- 
rious forms of training for the efficiency 
of the ship. This lasts about 11:30, 
when the men leave off until 1:00 p. -m., 
dinner being served meanwhile. A short 
afternoon drill is held at 1:30, followed 
usually by whafever ship’s work is on 
hand, but the bulk of the day’s work is 
finished by 3:30 p. m., and at that time 
the liberty party is sent ashore, usually 
until 7 a. m. the next morning. 

Many Amusements Employed. 

Afternoon quarters with physical exer- 
cises are held at 5:00 p. m. for those 
men on board; supper at 5:30 or 6:00, 
and ‘‘taps’’ at 9:05. All manner of 
amusements and sports are indulged in 
by the men, and every facility is offered 
them for such pleasures. Basebal!] and 
football outfits, including uniforms, box- 
ing gloves, fencing foils, broad swords, 
Indian clubs, dumb bells, etc., are fur- 
nished them free on board every ship, 
and the indulgepce in healthy forms of 
athletics is held to be one of the forms 
of duty on board ship and ashore. 

For the studious or literary ones, great 
pleasure and _ self-improvement is de- 
rived from the well-stocked libraries 
on board all ships, and many men in 
this way fix themselves for rapid pro- 
motion in the navy, or good positions in 
civil life. 

The foregoing is only a very general 
sketch of the life in the navy, for 
space does not permit of dahy more com- 
plete treatment of the many and varied 
sides to a career spent among pleasant 
surroundings ang congenial, happy com- 
panions. The officers have, some of them, 
worked up from the ranks to the posi- 
tion of commissioned officer, on a par 
with the graduates of the naval acad- 
emy. These are the most emphatic -ex- 
amples of rapid promotion, and of what 
promotion is possible. And the fact that 
of the total number of mén who were 
entitled to reenlist over 43 ner cent have 
taken advantage of the opportunity to do 
so shows the very general feeling of 
satisfaction that exists among the men.

Field and Coast Artillery to Be 
Separated 


INCREASED 


EFFICIENCY JS 


By the New Law Which Provides for 
Separation of the Two Branches. 
Many Officers Have Been 
Examined for the Ar- 
tillery Service. 


By John Corrigan. 

Washington, D. C., May 4.—(Special.)— 
The war department is making. active 
preparations for carrying out the act, 
for the separation of coast and field 
artillery. Secretary Taft has received 
a report of the examining board on the 
307 officers who took the examination. 
Five first HMeutenants and two second 
lieutenants failed on the physical examl- 
nation; six first and three second lieu- 
tenants failed’on the mental examinaton. 
The examinations were for commissions, 


which would be. brought about by the 
separation of the two artillery organiza- 
tions. Two hundred and ninety-six of- 
ficers are to be added to the artillery 
so that all who passed this examination 
are likely to get commissions. 

By the act of February 2, !90!/, the 
regimental organizations of the artillery 
which existed at that date was abol- 
ished, and the artillery was organized 
into a corps consisting of 126 companies 
of the artillery, belng increased from 
seven regiments to the equivalent of 
13 regiments, the maxximum enlisted | 
strength being fixed at 13,920. 

Efficiency Increased. 

‘General Murray, who recommended the 
enactment of the new law, admits that 
While under this organization the ef- 
ficiency of the artillery was greatly in- 
creased, he found that the defects of the 
act of February 2 190! as shown by ex- 
perience were (1) That it combined into 
a carps two arms of the service, coast 
and field artillery, having no tactical 
relation with each other. (2) That it did 
not recognize the fact that the number 
of officers of each grade of each arm 
should depend on the requirements of 
the arm. (3) That it preserved for the 
jwoast artillery a fixed company organ- 
ization. (4) That it made no provision, 
for a higher organization than the bat- 
tery in field artillery. (5) That it did not 


- 210 | provide any personnel whatever for the 


care and wse of submarine mines, which 
duties devolved on the artillery by pro- 
vision of ‘the act, (6) That it did not 
provide increased pay for the techni- 
cally enlisted men necessary for effi- 
ci: acy of coast artillery. 

One of the most serious defects of 
the artillery bill of 1901 was its failure 
to authorize any field oficers, the con- 
sequence being that the requisite offi- 
cers for the ‘rovisional battalions and 
regiments of field artillery organized by 
the war department have been taken 
from the coast artillery, at the cost of 
its best efficiency. 

Artillery Engineer Provided. 
The new bill corrects these defects and 
it also provides for an artillery engin- 
eer for each fortified harbor. This most 
important officer heretofore has been 
supplied by taking the captain or leu- 
tenant from some company of coast ar- 
tilery. The bill makes the strength of 
the coast artillery companies variable, 
in accordance with the duties to which 
they are respectively assigned, It pro- 
vides for organizing the field artillery 
into ‘battalion and regimental forma- 
tion and of course makes additiona] of- 
ficers necessary for that branch of the 
service. It also provides partially for 
the necessary officers and men for sub- 
marine mines. The board of review on 
the joint army and navy exercises for 
1906 declareq that the efficacy of sub- 
marine defense was amply demonstrated 
and that eveny artillery district in the 
United States should be prepared to lay 
mines simultaneously and operate same 
effectually, by its own Tesources within 
forty-eight hours after declaration of 
hostilities. The total number of officers 
and men to do this is 6,145. It would 
cost $3,466,322 to complete this portion 
of the coast defenses. The bill, how- 
ever, provides for an addition of only 
5,043 enlisted men to the coast artillery, 
of whom 4,970 are required for oper- 
ating mines, power plants and search- 
lights, and a total enlisted strength of 
19,321. Of these, !,734 are first class 
artillery experts, 6,149 second class ar- 
tillery exiperts, the remaining 1|1!1,438 be- 
ing classed as non-expert artillerymen.

CAIN BREAKS 
HIS SILENCE 


Says He Shot Hix by Acci- 
dent, and That He Was 
Drunk, 


Washington, Ga, May 4.—(Special.)— 
After manifesting a stocial indifference 
concerning the tragedy of which he was 
one Of the principles, John Cain has at 
last begun to consider his condition in 
@ more serious vein and has ceased to 
indulge in flippant remarks when ques- 
tioned about the killing. He was seen 
at the jail yesterday afternoon and for 
the first time since the tragedy occurred 
he consented to an interview with a 
newspaper representative. When ques- 
tioned about the fatal shooting and 
asked what was the motive whijcly 
caused him to take his life of young 
Hix there in the presence of his former 
sweetheart, Miss Alice Parks, Cain re- 
plied, ‘“‘Théere was nothing between me 
and John Hix which caused the shooting. 
We had been friends for twelve or may- 
be fourteen years in Dawson county be- 
fore moving to Ficklen and we never 
had a cross word about anything in our 
lives, The shooting was accidental. I 
didn’t know my gun was loaded when 
I entered the parlor and told Hix. 
‘——- damn you, if you don’t leave this 
room quick I will shoot you.’ The next 
thing I knew my pfstol fired and I 
saw John get up and run out of the 
room. I didn't know then that he was 
shot, as I didn’t think I had my gun on 
him when it fired. 

“Don’t ask me why I did such a thing. 
I was drunk at the time and just 
thought I would have some fun with 
John—you know how a fool will do 
sometimes when he its dead drunk.” 

This case promises to be one of the 
most interesting trials Which has oe- 
curred in Wilkes county in recent years, 
It developed upon an investigation of 
the matter that the house in which the 
tragedy of last Sunday aftrnoon oc- 
curred sits on the boundary line be- 
tween Wilkes and Taliaferro counties, 
but it was on the Wilkes county side of 
the house that the shooting took place. 
Afte™ he was shot, it is claimed that 
young Hix attempted to run out of the 
house and in so doing he recrossed the 
boundary line into Taliaferro county, but 
upon gaining the door he fell to the 
right and expired just a few feet over 
on the Wilkes county side.

The city engineer said he had nothing 
more to gay; that he thought the com- 
missioner had been busying himself 
with his (the city engineer's) business, 
and he so expressed himself before the 
street committee Friday afternvon.

“I declare it was in the discharge of 
my duty that I did ask for an investi- 
gation. 

“Two years ago the council placed 
asphalt streets under my control and 
authorized me to purchase an asphalt 
repair wagon. 

“Since then we have been trying to 
keep them at least fairly safe. Old 


Peachtree pavement had gone beyond: 


the saving point when given to us. 

“Now I find Whitehall street paving 
rapidly approaching the same cdndi- 
tion, and, since several years more of 
the guarantee period yet remain, I 
ask for an investigation to ascertain 
if we cannot demand a resurfacing of 
the street by the contractor. 

“The pavement on Washington street, 
from Hunter to Woodward avenue, 
goes out of guarantee next year; it is 
rapidly deteriorating. Shall we pro- 
tect the property holders by requiring 
the contractors to give the same a 
thorough repairing this year or not? 

“The guarantee bond promises to 
keep in fairly good and safe condition 
the pavement for ten years, and at the 
end 6f said period to leave it in good 
condition, the usual ‘wear and tear’ ex- 
cepted. 

“These streets are under my depart 
ment, not that of the city engineer. I 
was attending strictly to my business~ 
and it was the ctiy engineer who 
butted in. 

, More Time Than Engineer. . 

“T assert that I give the city at least 
four hours per day, every day in the 
week, more of my time than does the 
city engineer. 

“T assert that I have saved to the city 
by getting the street committee to al- 
me to change the city engineer's 
plans more than the recoveries on dam- 
age suits for which we were even res 
motely responsible during our term of 
office. 

“IT assert that, notwithstanding we 
have the care of the streets and side- 
walks, we have been responsible for 
no more than our share of damage 
suits on which recoveries have been 
made. 

“So far as I know, my department 
has never made an error that has 
caused the city any expense or loss; 
so far as I know, no work of a perma- 
nent nature done under our department 
has failed.

EPLYING to numerous inquiries 
R from the United States in relation 

to travel on the ‘Trans-Siberian | 
railway, Consul General Thomas Sam- 
mons, furnishes to the consular reports 
information based on a recent journey 
over that road. He writes: 

“The time required from Viadivostok to 
Moscow and St. Petersburg is approxi- 
mately eleven days. The favorite trains 
from Moscow to St. Petersburg seem to 
be those operated at night, the service 


' cost 50 and 75 cents, respectively. 


being somewhat s‘imilar to that between 
Washington and New York, 
the evening and arriving in the morn-'| 
ing. Time requireg between Viadivostok 
end Berlin, about thirteen days, and to 
Paris and London fourteen days.

Many Russians, on 
account of their physical proportions, re- 
quire greater berth space than is wusu- 
ally requisite for comfort on American 
roads.

“A knowledge of French is very helip- 
ful.

New oYrk, May 4.—Two long lines of 
men and women, probably 20,000 of them, 
trailed in parade through the streets 
of thé upper and lower -east side late 
today ag a demonstration of their sym- 
pethy for Moyer, Haywood and Petti- 
bone, the officialg of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, whose trial on the 
charge of murder begins next week at 
Boise, Idaho. Merging subsequently into 
one vast crowd at Fortieth street and 
Lexington avenue, a part of The paraders, 
two or three thousand managed to 
crowd into the Grand Central palace to 
wind up the affair in one of the bigwest 
union labor and socialistic demonstrations 
seen In New York in a long time. There 
was no disorder. 


Red Flags Waved. 
The first real enthusiasm came after 
the crowd had entered the hall when a 


fife and drum corps played the ‘‘Mar- 


eeillaise..’ The crowd howl and waved 
email red flags. 

The meeting was called to order by 
J. ©. Chase, secretary of the socialist 
party, who introduced Morey Helquist 
as chairman. When the chairman men- 
tioned the name of President Roosevelt 
it was received with a storm of hisses. 

“If he has any information regarding 
the guilt of these men of incitement to 
riot' and bloodshed, it is his duty to 
give that information to the people,’ he 


said. 

His defense of Debs was received with 
prolonged cheers. It was not, said the 
speaker, a fact that Debs, Moyer and 
Haywood had disobeyed the laws or done 
any of the things with which they have

Yacht Syiph, Bearing President's 
Wite, Strikes lug bal

YACHT AND TUG 


But Mrs. Roosevelt and Her Friends 
on the Sylpk Were Not Hurt. 
The Flag Pole Came Near 
Falling on Mrs. 
Roosevelt. 


Washington, May 4.—Mrs. Roosevelt 
and a number of ladies accompanying 
her aboard the yacht Sylph narrowly 
escaped a serious accident as the boat 
reacheg Washington on its return trip 
down the Potomac. Through some mis- 
understanding the boat went by her dock 
and crashed into a tug boat. The shock 
was so severe that the flag pole of the 
Sylph fell to the deck with a crash, nar- 
rowly missing Mrs. Roosevelt and those 
with her, among whom were Mrs. Clif- 
ford Richardson, of New York, and Mrs. 
(Bacon, the wife of the assistant secreta- 
ny of state. Happily none were hurt. 

Ladies Were Excited. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was entertaining a par- 
ty of friends aboard the yacht having 
left the city at noon and returning to 
the navy yard at 3 o’clock. For a time 
following the accident there was consid- 
erable excitement aboarg the yacht, but 
the ladies were assured there was no 
danger and the vessel was backed to 
her dock where the party disembarked 
without further adventure. Both yacht 
and tug were more or less damaged. 

The impression is that the engineer 
misunderstood an, order to reverse his 
engines as one to go forward, resulting | 
in the collision. The racing daunch 
of the Sylph was badly damaged. The 
fact that the yacht was not proceeding 
at a rapid rate was regarded as for- 
tunate as otherwise the damage would 
haive been considerable, 

Engineers at Fault. 

Captain Roscoe C. Bulmer, the caiptain 
of the Sylph, was at the ‘White House

Acting Secretary of the Navy New- 
berry will receive a report from Captain 
Bulmer concerning the accident, and “will 
then determine whether an investigation 
is necessary. It is Mr. Newberry’s un- 
derstanding that the accident is one 
which could not have been avoided, but 
he does not feel that he should discuss 
it in the absence of full information. He 
does not expect to receive the report 
until Monday.

REPORTS DENIED BY TAFT 


Secretary Makes Statement in Re. 
gard to the Reports Printed in 
the Jamaica and Panama 
Newspapers—Great Britain 
Offered to Pay. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 4.—Congressman 
J. Hampton Moore, of this city, tonight 
fave out a letter from Secretary ‘laft 
in which the secretary denies the re- 
ports printed in Jamaican and Panama 
newspapers that the United States gov- 
ernment rendered a bill to Jamaica for 
supplies furnished at the time of the 
earthquake. The letter is ag follows: 

‘I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipts of your letter of the [5th ulti- 
mo, with which you incfOsed a clipping 
from a Panama newspaper, bearing the 
caption, ‘Isthmian ‘Canal Commission 
Sends Bill to Jamaica,’ and request in- 
formation as to whether (1) the war de- 
partment or the isthmian canal commis- 
sion, either or both, sent tentg and pro- 
visions to the earthquake sufferers in 
Jamaica, and (2) if tents and provisions 
were forwarded there was a bill, ag in- 
cated in the clipping, or otherwise, to 
cover the cost of such tents and pro- 
visions, and, if so, what was the reason 
therefor? 


No Bill Rendered. 

“In reply, I would state that it has 
been found upon investigation that 
the chairman of the isthmian canal 
commission under date of January 19,

Sage banana plant ig not properly a 
ee at all.

It grows to a height of 10 
to 14 feet or even more, according to 
the variety of plant and the soil ang cli- 
mate. Each tree produces one bunch of 
fruit only, which ig really the termina!

or barley. It has no branches, and when 
the fruit is ready, which is twelve or fif- 
teen months from the date of planting 
the tree is cut down and done with. 5 

But while it is growing up and matur- 
ing its fruit it ig at the same time send- 
ing up from its roots other young plants 
or suckers—perhaps eight or nine of 
them. Each of these will produce its 
own ®Sunch in turn, some of them in a 
couple of months after the parent plant, 
and there will thus. be a regular succes- 
sion of fruit.

MAGNATE FEARED THE LAW 


Therefore, Harriman Ordered His

Commission That the San 
Pedro Agreement Has 
Been Abrogated. 


Washington, May 4.—Official informe- 
tion reached the interstate commerce 
commission today of the cancellation of 
a traffic agreement entered into on June 
18, 1903, between the Gouthern Pacific 
Company end the Gan Pedro, Los An- 
geles and Salt Lake Railroad Company. 

In the opinion of the commission the 
abrogation of the agreement is of the 


highest importance. The facts concern-

ing it were developed at the inquiry re- 
cently conducted by the commission into 
the felationg of the Southern Pacific 
and 
were made the subject of much discis- 
sion. It was known to be the opinion 
of members of the commission that the 
agreement was in restraint of traffic and 
that it might subject the officials who 
entered into it to prosecution under the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

Notification of the abrogation of the 
agreement was received by the commis- 
sion in the form of a letter from R. 8. 
Lovett, of New York, general counse] of 
the Southern Pacific Company. 

Mr. Lovett assigns as the reason for 
the cancellation of the agreement the en- 
actment of a statute by the California 
legislature which prohibits contracts re- 
stricting competition. The text of Mr. 
Lovett’'s letter follows: : 

“New York, N. Y., May 3, 1907.—In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, Wash- 
ington—Gentlemen: The California legis- 
lature at itg last session enacted a stat- 
ute (the text of which I have not seen), 
designed, as I am advised, to prohibit 
contracts restricting competition, and 
counsel of the Southern Pacific Company 
in that state, and of the San Pedro, Los 
Angeles ang Salt Lake Railroad Com- 
pany advise that the validity of the con- 
tract, dated June /8, 1903, between the 
Southern Pacific Company and the San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake Rail- 
road Company, designated ‘traffiic agree- 
ment,’ would be open to question upon 
the taking effect of said act. In conse- 
quence of such advice, the fwo compa- 
nies named agreed to abrogate, cancel 
and annul, and have entereq into an 
agreement, dated April 15, 1907, abro- 
gating, cancelling and annulling the said 
agreement. I inclose herewith a copy of 
the said agreement, dated April !5, 1907. 

“As the contract of June !8, 1903, was 
introduced in evidence and was the sub- 
ject of more or less discussion in the fn- 
quiry recently conducted by you into the 
relations between the Southern Pacific 
Company and other corporations, it seems 
proper that I shoulq inform you of its 
cancellation.”
